A new era in numismatics 
definitely is upon us. As I 
write this month’s message, I 
have just returned from the unveiling 
of the design for the new $1 coin and 
the launch of the third in a series of 
quarters commemorating each of the 
50 states. 

As ANA president, I was invited to participate in the 
White House ceremony on May 4 unveiling the design 
of the new $1 coin, which is expected to begin circula- 
ting next year. Even though selection of the obverse design 
— Glenna Goodacre’s portrait of Sacagawea (Lewis and 
Clark’s Indian guide) and her infant son, Jean Baptiste — 
was anticlimactic for most collectors, the ceremony was 
very inspiring. First Lady Hillary Clinton, Secretary of 
the Treasury Robert Rubin, United States Mint Director 
Philip Diehl and Shoshone tribal elders helped launch this 
very American coin, which could well equal James E. 
Fraser’s Indian Head nickel of 1913 in popularity. 

Most of us who have followed the trials and tribula- 
tions of this new coin know it will be the same size as the 
Susan B. Anthony dollar, but gold in color with a smooth 
edge to help distinguish it from that workhorse of coins, 
the quarter. However, no matter how beautiful or his- 
toric the design is, the reality is the United States may 
have to stop making $1 bills to ensure the coin’s wide- 
spread public acceptance and use. 

I understand that even mentioning the discontinuation 
of the $1 bill is considered heresy by many paper money 
collectors. However, we have to remember that this na- 
tion is changing, and our money — both coins and paper —

needs to reflect those changes. 

Now I want to assure everyone that 
the ANA does not advocate the elimi- 
nation of any current denomination, 
but the Treasury Department will 
have to look at stopping production 
of $1 bills if it wants the Sacagawea 
dollar to succeed. Australia, Canada 
and England have taken their cue from the failure of the 
Anthony dollar, and we have to face that reality here. In 


the 1800s, the United States had half-, 2-, 3- and even 
20-cent coins in circulation. The day may come when 
America’s dollar bills will be history as well. 

The day after the White House ceremony, I repre- 
sented the ANA at the launch of New Jersey’s circulating 
commemorative quarter in Philadelphia. This new 25- 
cent piece follows those issued for Delaware and Penn- 
sylvania in the Mint’s 50 State Quarters^"^ Program. (For 
more information about this new coin and the story be- 
hind it, see Spencer Peck’s article on page 620.) It is clear 
the New Jersey issue will be another wonderful piece of 
history people can hold in their hands, especially in this 
era of new coins. •

By the end of this summer, a coin marking Geor- 
gia’s entry into the Union will begin to circulate, and this 
fall Connecticut’s “Charter Oak” once again will grace a 
U.S. coin. 

Oh, yes, I have heard the complaints from numisma- 
tists — they can’t find the new quarters; their banks don’t 
know anything about them; they can’t find quarters with 
a Philadelphia (or Denver) mintmark, etc. I think many 
collectors are simply overanxious and frustrated. They 
hungered for years for new coins, and now they can 
hardly wait to get their hands on the new pieces. The 
Susan B. Anthony dollar was a flop, the Bicentennial 
quarter was short-lived and the Kennedy half dollar is sel- 
dom seen. 

However, we need to remember that the new quarters 
are first and foremost a medium of exchange. They are 
not being issued solely to satisfy our hunger for new coin 
designs. The Mint produces coins based on the demands 
of the Federal Reserve Banks, whose raison d’etre is not 
coin collecting. 

Collectors are the front line of promotion here. We 
need to have a friendly dialog with our banks. We need 
to be the ones to answer the question: “What are these?” 
Our response is simple: “Historic, new collectibles that 
magically appear in your pockets.” •

HE United States Mint 
has missed the boat — again. It 
made a small splash last January 
when it launched the Delaware quarters, but has since 
been very quiet about the 50 State Quarters™ Program, 
holding first-strike ceremonies at the Philadelphia Mint 
with little or no general press coverage. 

Where’s the advertising? Where’s the promotional 
campaign? Where are the educational brochures and ads 
for the average Joe? And where are all those new coins, 
except in the hands of coin dealers who are charging a 
premium to an impatient collector community? 

I haven’t seen any television spots, heard any promos on 
the radio, or read any newspaper or magazine ads for the 
new quarters. The Mint seems to be working on a “need to 
know” basis — but if you need to know, don’t ask the Mint! 

The Mint’s only promotional effort to date was offer- 
ing a first-day cover with a 3 2 -cent stamp and a Delaware 
quarter. It was nice that it was announced during the 
ana’s National Coin Week, but the price verged on 
gouging ($19.95), and you had to get the order form off 
the Internet. Yoo-hoo, Mint! We’re not all wired, and 
those who are apparently crashed your “server.” 

Now if your neighborhood bank can help you, that’s 
great. However, most bank tellers give you a blank stare 
when you ask about the Pennsylvania or New Jersey quar- 
ters. They don’t know anything because their bosses 
didn’t tell them . . . because no one told them. 

If you’re really desperate, you can always pay a nice, lit- 
tle premium to your local coin dealer for an uncirculated 
business strike. I thought this was a collection you could 
put together from pocket change. 

Maybe this program is a game of Clue®, and the public 
has to uncover these coins by the few hints now in circu- 
lation. I bet there is no way to win, since the folks at the 
Mint appear to be clue-less. •

At a May 7 ceremony at Mount Ver- 
non, the United States Mint un- 
veiled the George Washington $5 
gold coin, celebrating the life and 
achievements of our nation’s first 
president on the 200th anniversary 
of his death. The obverse bears an 
award-winning design created in 
1931 by artist Laura Gardin Fraser 
(1899-1966), using the original plas- 
ters as a guide. The reverse features 
a Heraldic Eagle motif. Fraser was 
the first woman to design a U.S. 
coin (the 1921 Alabama Centennial 
half dollar). 

The 1999 George Washington $5 
will be struck at West Point, with a 
limit of 100,000 coins. A portion of 


the proceeds from the sale of the 
coin will supplement the Mount 
Vernon Ladies’ Association endow- 
ment for preservation of Mount 
Vernon and funding of educational 
programs.

Goodacre’s Sacagawea to 
Grace New Dollar Coin 

The face of America’s new $1 coin 
was unveiled on May 4 by First Lady 
Hillary Rodham Clinton during cer- 
emonies at the White House. The 
gold-colored, 26.5mm coin will bear 
the image of Sacagawea, the young 
Shoshone woman who guided Lewis 
and Clark on their 3,000-mile explo- 
ration of mid-America. On her back 
she carries her infant son, Jean Bap- 
tiste. The reverse bears a soaring ea- 
gle, surrounded by 17 stars, symbolic 
of the states in the Union at the time 
of the historic expedition in 1804. 

The obverse design is the creation 
of Glenna Goodacre, a nationally ac- 
claimed sculptor known for the Viet- 
nam Women’s Memorial in Wash- 
ington, D.C., and selected to sculpt 
the Irish Famine Memorial to be in- 
stalled in downtown Philadelphia in 
2000. Goodacre began her art career 
in Texas, where she was born, and 
graduated from The Colorado Col- 
lege in Colorado Springs, on whose 
campus the ANA is situated. (Coinci- 
dentally, The Basket Dancers, one of 
her large-scale sculptures celebrating 
Native American tradition, stands 
120 feet from ANA headquarters.) 

Thomas D. Rogers Sr., a sculp- 
tor/engraver at the United States 
Mint in Philadelphia and an ANA 
member since 1990, submitted the 
winning reverse design. A U.S. Navy 
veteran, Rogers was selected to de- 
sign the obverse of the ANA’s 100th 
anniversary medal in 1991. In his ca- 
pacity as Mint sculptor/engraver, he 
contributed to the designs of many 
commemorative coins, including the 


obverse of the Robert F. Kennedy 
silver dollar, the reverse of the 
American Eagle platinum bullion 
coins, and the reverse of the Franklin 
D. Roosevelt gold $5. Rogers also 
created more than 90 bas-relief por- 
traits of inductees for the Naismith 
Memorial Basketball Hall of Fame in 
Springfield, Massachusetts. 

Scheduled for release in 2000, the 
Sacagawea coin replaces the Susan 
B. Anthony dollar of the same diam- 
eter. For more information, access 
the United States Mint’s web site at 
www.usmint.gov. 

ANA Donates Coins for 
Constellation Restoration 

The American Numismatic Associa- 
tion recently donated vintage 1854 
coins — a half cent, cent, 3 cents, half 
dime, dime, quarter dollar and half 
dollar — to be used in the restoration 
of the historic U.S.S. Constellation 
and creation of related displays. The 
$9 million renovation of the Civil 


War-era vessel is in its final stages, 
with a July 12 completion anticipated. 

The ANA’s coins were supplied 
by Littleton Coin Company of New 
Hampshire and were joined by eight 
other contemporary specimens do- 
nated by the Maryland Numismatic 
Association and Bill Gillis of Wo- 
burn, Massachusetts. The coins were 
placed under the new mast, which 
was dropped into position on May 5, 
in keeping with an ancient seafar- 
ing tradition drawn from Greek 
mythology. It was believed that if a 
ship sank and its crew perished with- 
out proper burial, the sailors could 
use the coins to buy their passage to 
the underworld.

Environmental Concerns 
Mark Mint Improvements 

United States Mint Director Philip 
N. Diehl has announced new envi- 
ronmental policies that will affect 
the nation’s coin-producing facili- 
ties. “We are committed to being an 
exemplary corporate citizen and 
neighbor in every city where we op- 
erate,” says Diehl. “We’ve done a lot 
to improve energy efficiency and ad- 
dress environmental concerns at all 
Mint facilities.” In November the 
Mint’s Washington, D.C., headquar- 
ters will move to a new, state-of-the- 
art facility, with a “high-tech energy 
management system” and flooring 


made from recycled paper money. 

Environmental and energy initia- 
tives to be put into place at United 
States Mint facilities include: 

• Philadelphia — Elimination of all 
melting of condemned, mutilated 
and uncurrent coin by the end of 
1999, thus eliminating a 600-kilo- 
watt load and associated pollutants, 
and saving an estimated $125,000. 

• Denver — Construction of a 
$240,000 wastewater treatment facil- 
ity with doubled capacity, resulting 
in a 50-percent reduction in sludge 
generation and $10,000 savings an- 
nually; and recycling nearly 6 mil- 
lion pounds of scrap metal from pro- 
duction and maintenance processes. 

• San Francisco — Recycling waste- 
water from the annealing furnaces, 
yielding an annual savings of $24,000. 

• West Point — Conversion from a 


freon-based system of cleaning to 
one utilizing ultrasonic technology. 

Hoard Contains 8,200 
Carson City Dollars 

A hoard of uncirculated Morgan 
dollars struck by Nevada’s Carson 
City Mint recently was acquired by 
Littleton Coin Company of New 
Hampshire. The firm purchased 
more than 8,200 specimens, each in 
an original General Services Admin- 
istration holder (from the U.S. 
Treasury Department’s sale of the 
coins in 1980), from a Georgia col- 
lector for $900,000. 

The hoard includes 378 dollars 
dated 1885, the year of lowest mint- 
age in the Carson City dollar series. 
Littleton began offering the coins to 
its clients late last month. •

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WHY AM I RUNNING 
FOR THE ANA BOARD OF GOVERNORS 
WHILE SUING THEM? 

More than one person has asked me that question over the past few weeks. 

Given my normally private nature and the fact that Superior Galleries, an 

auction company I chair, is suing the ANA, it’s a fair question, which I’ll try 

and answer below. 

1. My Reasons for Running: 

As set out in my March 1999 campaign letters and in my Numismatist 
candidacy ad last month, I believe the ANA has gone off-course and 
needs help getting itself back to doing what it should be doing. I’m run- 
ning for the ana’s Board to help put the organization back on course. I 
think the ANA should treat all members, service providers and the public 
fairly, so they receive proper treatment and appropriate disclosure and no- 
tice of the ana’s actions. 

2. Here Are Some Things The ANA Has Done I Think Are Unfair 
or Improper: 

I have learned for example: 

A. The ANA had been giving out the Deceased List, the list of ANA 
members who have recently passed on, to at least one private coin 
company prior to the lists’ publication in The Numismatist. A senior 
ANA official told me on 4-9-99 this practice was stopped in May 
1997. 

B. Apparently unknown to some of the ANA’s Board members, on 7-24- 
95, concurrent with the ANA signing an auction agreement with the 
Heritage Companies to conduct the three ANA Anniversary Auctions

of 1997, 1998 and 1999, the ANA also signed a second agreement 
with Heritage simply titled, “Agreement.” The Agreement, on its face, 
gives Heritage unlimited use of the ANA’s mailing list for over four 
years from 7-24-95 through 8-31-99. 

While the agreement states it is not exclusive, the agreement appears 
to require the ANA to pay Heritage $25,000 each time the ANA’s 
mailing list would be used for commercial numismatic purposes by 
someone other than Heritage unless Heritage agrees otherwise. To my 
knowledge, the ANA has not let another coin dealer or collector use 
the mailing list for commercial numismatic purposes since the agree- 
ment was signed in July 1995. 

Another effect of the mailing list Agreement is that while many deal- 
ers around the country — including those on ANA membership com- 
mittees — were innocently encouraging their customers to join the 
ANA, they were unknowingly adding their customers to the ANA 
mailing list, as a practical matter, only Heritage would use. 

I believe both actions of the ANA were wrong. 

3. What the ANA Needs Most: 

A. Governors that will effectively oversee the operations of the ANA, 
and who will recognize and stand up to inappropriate special interest 
pressures from inside or outside the organization. 

B. A no-nonsense Code of Conduct, developed by the ANA’s General 
Counsel, staff. Officers, Governors and members, which will include 
clear, published rules of acceptable behavior so the ANA’s people will 
have a clear map of proper conduct and those outside the organization 
will fairly know what to expect from it.

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4. My Priorities If Elected Will Be: 

A. To Personally: 

- Understand and help oversee the operations of the ANA to insure it 
follows the letter and spirit of its Charter and By-Laws. 

- Organize the various suggestions I have received and (and hope- 
fully will continue to receive) from ANA members about what 
they think the ANA can do better or should concentrate on and 
lobby those that seem most worthy. 

B. To Help the ANA: 

- Implement a Code of Conduct so the ANA’s staff and leadership 
will have a clear road map of proper conduct. 

- Find and hire a permanent Executive Director. 

- Make the ANA more user-friendly and effective for current and 
potential members and dealers, and the public. 

5. Vote to Elect Me:

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Assembling the 
Ideal 2 Oth-Century 
Gold Type Set 


The secret to building a great set of United States 
gold coins is a knowledge of each series. The author 
explores quarter eagles in the first part of this study. 


W HEN SEEKING COINS by type alone, it seems 
the goal of most collectors is to secure the finest 
specimens at affordable prices. However, there’s 
more to consider in terms of quality than grade 
alone. Although two $10 gold pieces each might be 
Mint State (MS)-65, experienced collectors and dealers know that one 
may be more desirable than the other. Usually these judgments are made 
on the basis of strike, luster, toning and eye appeal. 

Of course, a coin’s date and mint of origin come into play when deter- 
mining value — certainly a 191 1-D half eagle in MS-65 condition is more 
desirable than a 191 1-S in the same grade simply because of its rarity. 
Those contemplating coin purchases also should take into account the 
condition of the working hubs and dies used to produce the coins, as 
well as the condition of the master hubs and dies used to prepare those 
working components. 

In the January through April 1998 issues of The Numismatist, I ex- 
plained how one might go about assembling an ideal type set of 20th- 
century silver and base-metal coinage. In the present study. I’d like to 
take a look at how to build a similar collection of United States gold. 

A basic type set of 20th-century gold includes eight pieces. These are 
divided into two basic categories — the Coronet Head type, and the In- 
dian Head or Saint-Gaudens types, and include four denominations — 
the quarter eagle ($272), half eagle ($5), eagle ($10) and double eagle 
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($20). Since all these types are readily available in mint state, the condi- 
tion recommended for those collecting by type alone, I’ll confine my re- 
marks to uncirculated coins. 

Coronet Head Quarter Eagle, 1 840- 1 907 

The first coin in our type set is the Coronet Head quarter eagle. 
The design, created by Christian Gobrecht, was shared by contemporary 
half eagles and eagles, as well. 

The Coronet Head quarter eagle first appeared in 1 840, the year Go- 
brecht succeeded William Kneass as chief engraver of the United States 
Mint. Though the design was modified slightly in 1859, the changes 
were very subtle. As such, it’s fair to say this type remained unchanged 
through 1907, when it was discontinued. 

Candidates for our 20th-century type set include those pieces minted 
from 1901 through 1907. In terms of overall quality, these coins are es- 
sentially peas in a pod. The master hubs for this type did not deteriorate 
the way those for some other coins did, and the pieces minted in the 
early 1900s often appear as sharp as specimens struck when the hubs 
were new. The reason for this is that quarter eagles were not minted in 
huge quantities. Smaller mintages required fewer working dies and hubs, 
thus sparing the master hubs and dies from erosion. In fact, after about 
1880 it seems that Coronet Head quarter eagles were coined almost ex- 
clusively for use as holiday gifts and jewelry. They seldom appeared in 
general circulation, and their annual mintages were fairly consistent. 

Typically, a few thousand quarter eagles were coined near the end of 
each calendar year, reinforcing the holiday connection. Although the 
mintages for 20th-century issues were somewhat higher, the quantities 
suggest they were not intended for general circulation. While the issues 
of 1901-07 vary little in overall quality and are readily available in mint state, 
a few dates appear more frequently in gem condition than others, notably 
1904, 1906 and 1907, the latter having been hoarded as the last of its type. 

While these three dates are perhaps the most ideal type coins (because 
of their great availability in mint-state condition), collectors may want 
to hold out for one of the less common dates that carry no particular pre- 
mium. Since these coins are almost always sharply struck, the key to find- 
ing the most desirable piece is eye appeal. Unimpaired luster, possibly ac- 
companied by a charming dash of light-orange toning, makes for the most 
attractive specimens. Beware of tiny black spots that, while not common 
on these coins, are very distracting and should be avoided. 

Indian Head Quarter Eagle, 1908-29 

The Indian Head quarter eagle debuted in Fall 1908, and its radical ex- 
ecution elicited much comment, most of it negative. The incuse design was 
advocated by Dr. WilHam S. Bigelow, an acquaintance of President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt. Since it was the President who was leading the campaign

to redesign America’s coinage, his desires were met whenever practical. 

At Bigelow’s urging, Roosevelt prompted the Mint to extend a com- 
mission for redesigning the quarter eagle and half eagle to Boston sculp- 
tor Bela Lyon Pratt. His rimless coins with incuse devices proved quite 
serviceable, though the general public took an immediate dislike to 
them. Not long after the introduction of Pratt’s Indian Head design, the 
old Coronet Head quarter eagles commanded a slight premium. The 
public was willing to pay a little extra to obtain them for annual gift ex- 
changes, and this upward price trend increased throughout the early 
1920s, when quarter eagles of any type were in short supply. 

The Indian Head quarter eagle was not minted in large numbers, so 
the quality of its master hubs remained excellent throughout the series. 
Examples were struck at the Philadelphia Mint from 1908 through 1915, 
and again from 1926 through 1929. After that, the coinage of quarter 
eagles was suspended when it became evident that most specimens were 
going to speculators, rather than meeting any real need in commerce. 

The Denver Mint issued coins of this type in 1911, 1914 and 1925. 
No dates are rare in absolute numbers, though the 191 1-D quarter eagle 
is the key issue in the series, being noticeably scarcer than the others. 
Second in demand is the 1914 Philadelphia Mint coin, which carries a 
commensurate premium. 

With the exception of these two pieces, coins in the quarter eagle se- 
ries exhibit only slight differences in rarity. Most are readily available in 
the lower mint-state grades, although some emerge as scarce at the gem 
(MS-65) level. The dates most often seen in this condition are 1908 
(hoarded as the first year of issue), 1925-D, 1926, 1927 and 1928. 

While some collectors seek the first date of a type for its special status, 
the 1908 quarter eagle is not an ideal type coin. The master dies for this 
date (especially the reverse) were not sharp, and this weakness is evident 
throughout the entire production run that year. The 1925-D quarter ea- 
gle, like most branch mint coins of the 1920s, often is softly struck, with 
a peculiar swelling near the edges of the coins from erosion of the work- 
ing dies. This leaves the 1926-28 Philadelphia Mint issues as the perfect 
combination of good workmanship and availability in higher grades. 
Still, a coin from the first period of production (1908-15) may be more 
appealing because it is less readily available, and such pieces are priced 
about the same as the later dates. The 1915 issue is a good candidate, as 
it seems to turn up in nice condition a little more often than its peers. 

Watch for next month’s installment, when I’ll discuss the best choices 
for assembling a type set of half eagles. •

Crossroads of 
the Revolution 


George Washington led the Continental Army to 
victory at the Battle of Trenton, boosting American 
morale and forever altering the course of the war.

N ew Jersey’s contribution to the United States 
Mint’s 50 State Quarters™ Program of circulating 
commemorative coins debuted on May 5. George 
Washington continues to grace the obverse, while the 
reverse pays tribute to the role New Jersey played as a 
key battleground during the Revolutionary War. 

Based on the famous 1851 painting by Emmanuel Leutze, the reverse 
design features a rendering of Washington and members of the Conti- 
nental Army crossing the Delaware River on the way to victory against 

the British. Below the scene, the 
coin carries the words CROSS- 
ROADS OF THE REVOLUTION. 
This proud slogan, however, was 
hard won and is best illustrated by 
the pivotal Battle of Trenton.

The Folly of Complacency 

The volatile year 1776 was 
drawing to a gloomy close after 
the colonists’ disastrous campaign 
to defend Long Island and Man- 
hattan from General Howe’s 
forces. On November 20, some 
10,000 British and Hessian troops 
captured Fort Lee on the New 
Jersey Palisades overlooking the 
Hudson River. Knowing the Dela- 
ware River was his last line of

defense, General Washington decided on a plan of retreat designed to 
prevent British pursuit of “the wretched remains of a broken army.” 

On December 1, 1776, he ordered the collection of all boats, rafts and 
ferries on the Delaware to transport the remnants of his army across 
the river. Meanwhile, the British proceeded to garrison towns 
to safeguard communication and supply lines, as well as pro- 
vide distribution points for a new proclamation aimed at 
taking New Jersey out of the war. The proclamation 
promised pardons to repentant rebels and guaranteed 
protection against “forfeitures, attainders and penal- 
ties” — if they appeared before a British official within 
60 days and signed a statement promising to “re- 
main in peaceable obedience to His Majesty.” Be- 
cause the colonial insurrection appeared contained 
at last, the planned British attack on Philadelphia 
was postponed. 

Meanwhile Washington was facing a serious 
problem. Many enlistments were to expire on De- 
cember 31. The worried general reported to the 
Continental Congress in Philadelphia that “our 
force will be reduced to a mere handful.” Seeking a 
swift and effective course of action, Washington an- 
alyzed the developments in the British camps, not- 
ing that the garrisons were “a good deal scattered” 
and vulnerable to a “stroke,” or surprise attack. 

A Brilliant Deception 

The army needed accurate reconnaissance in- 
formation, so Washington instructed his generals to 
find “some person who [could] be engaged to cross 
the river as a spy.” The search soon turned up John 
Honeyman, a former British soldier living in New Jersey. 

On Washington’s orders, Honeyman “rediscovered” his loy- 
alty to the king and began supplying cattle to several British gar- 
risons. The prodigal loyalist had no trouble gaining the confidence of The Americans retreat 
Colonel Johann Gottleib Rail. Known as the “Little Lion,” Rail was sta- frorn Long Island, 
tioned in Trenton, commanding three Hessian infantry regiments, a de- 
tachment of artillery, 50 Jaegers (Hessian rifleman) and 20 British light 
dragoons — a total of about 1,400 men. 
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Because of the enlistment issue and low morale, a 
victory was necessary to keep the revolution alive. Plans 
[for the attack] were finalized on Christmas Eve . . .

Honeyman spent a week in Trenton. Departing on December 22 sup- 
posedly in search of more cattle, he was detained by an American patrol 
and brought before Washington, who denounced him as a “notorious 
turncoat.” Washington interrogated Honeyman personally, consigning 
him to the guardhouse and announcing that the despicable Tory would 
be hanged in the morning. That night, using a key provided by the com- 
mander in chief, Honeyman fled amid a volley of fire from the sentries. 
On December 24, Honeyman made it safely to Trenton, where he re- 
galed Colonel Rail with the details of his “narrow escape.” 

Rail naturally requested information about the current condition of 
the American forces. Honeyman proceeded to assure Rail that the Con- 
tinental Army was falling apart. The Americans were demoralized, half 
starving, and lacked adequate clothes and equipment for a winter march 
on Trenton. Hearing exactly what he wanted to hear, the Hessian gen- 
eral declared the Americans no threat, contemptuously calling them 
“country clowns,” and proceeded with plans for traditional Christmas 
feasting and drinking. Little did Rail suspect that the wily Honeyman 
had provided Washington with a professional soldier’s astute description 
of the Hessian garrison’s positions and routine — everything an attacking 
force needed to know. 


The Turning Point 

Washington had to act quickly. Because of the enlistment issue 
and low morale, a victory was necessary to keep the revolution alive. 
Plans were finalized on Christmas Eve, with the main thrust of the 
pre-dawn attack coming from the north. A snowstorm raged on Christ- 
mas evening as 2,400 Americans and 18 cannon gathered at McKonkey’s 
Ferry, about nine miles north of Trenton. Colonel 
John Glover’s Massachusetts regiment ferried the 
small force across the ice-clogged Delaware in 
boats acquired from the Durham iron furnace 
near Easton, Pennsylvania. The flat-bottomed, 
60-foot vessels were designed to carry heavy loads 
in the shallow water of the Delaware River. Each 
man had three days’ rations, a new flint and 40 
rounds of ammunition. 

Washington wanted to get his forces across the 
river by midnight; however, the storm was so 
violent, the army did not begin the march to 
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The Birth of a Quarter 


On November 17, 1997, Assembly Joint Resolution Number Sixty-Eight 
established the New Jersey Commemorative Coin Design Commission (NJCCDC). 
Comprised of 15 members selected for their expertise in art, history and numis- 
matics, the Commission submitted five designs for rendering by U.S. Mint en- 
gravers. The sketches were reviewed by th^ Cipzens Commemorative Coin Advi- 
sory Committee and the Fine Arts Commission, which narrowed the selection to 
three designs; George Washington crossing the Delaware River; a rendering of 
Barnegat lighthouse and inlet; and General Washington on horseback, with an 
outline of the state and a view of Barnegat lighthouse 

With the approval of the Seer eta r}^ of Treasury, these designs were returned to 
New Jersey for final selection: The the blessing of Governor 

Christine Todd Whitman, chose fhe scene depicting Washington’s icy crossing, 
based on Emmanuel Leutze’s famous painting. Says ANA life member Spencet 
Reck, who served on the New Jersey commission and suggested the final design, 
“It was a cornplicated, time-consuming process, but I wouldn’t have missed this 
oppoitunity to participate in the creation of our state’s quarter for anything.’’ 

The 50 State Quarters^*^ Program Act requires that all coins bear dignified 
designs of which American citizens can be proud. No head-and-sshoulders por- 
traits of any person, living or dead, are allowed; also discouraged are state flags 
and seals. Enduring motifs and concepts representative of the States are given 
top consideration. •

Trenton until 4 a.m. Washington ordered his officers to synchronize 
their watches and issued the watchword “Victory or Death.” Braving icy 
roads and numbing sleet, the weary troops traveled as a unit for over five 
miles before splitting into two columns. 

As the army trudged onward, a soldier discovered that the sleet had 
soaked through the handkerchief he was using to cover the priming pan 
on his musket, ruining the powder. A quick check revealed almost every 
gun to be in the same condition. When asked what they should do, 
Washington replied, “Use the bayonet; the town must be taken.” 

Meanwhile, Colonel Rail was indulging in cards and wine. About 
midnight, a loyalist made his way to Rail’s headquarters to deliver an ur- 
gent message detailing the American advance across the river. Rail stuck 
the note in his pocket without reading it and returned to his card game. 

A Holiday Surprise 

The American attack began at 8 a.m. on December 26 as the Hes- 
sians slept off their Christmas celebrations. The Americans, charging 
from swirling clouds of snow and sleet, simultaneously attacked both ends 
of the quiet town. The Hessian regiments spilled from their barracks 
and tried to form a battle line as American artillery raked the streets. 

Colonel Rail, still not recovered from the previous night’s festivities, 
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General Nathaniel Greene 
accompanied Washington 
when he visited the mortally 
wounded Colonel Rail. 


hurriedly dressed and mounted his horse. His own regiment was already 
advancing. American artillery, commanded by Alexander Hamilton, 
sprayed the street with grapeshot, disabling the Hessian guns and mor- 
tally wounding Rail. 

The Germans fought bravely for about an hour. At one point, they at- 
tempted a bayonet charge, but were demoralized by the onslaught. 
American riflemen had ducked into houses, dried their priming pans and 
fired into the enemy ranks from doorways and windows. One Hessian 
regiment of about 400 men escaped by fleeing across a stone bridge 
south of town. Continental troops captured the bridge, completely sur- 
rounding the two, leaderless German regiments remaining in the town. 
Realizing the futility of the situation, the Hessians soon threw down 
their arms and surrendered. The Americans took 868 prisoners and 
killed or wounded 106; two American officers and two enlisted men 
were wounded, none fatally. 

Washington, along with General Nathaniel Greene, visited the dying 
Rail to offer “those consolations which a soldier and Christian can 
bestow.” The troops marched back to the ferry in high spirits, un- 
daunted by cold and falling snow. On December 30 and 31, the Conti- 
nental Army triumphantly paraded its prisoners of war through the 
streets of Philadelphia to show the citizens that the fierce Hessians were 
not invincible. 

A New Momentum 

The triumph at Trenton, as well as the subsequent victory at 
Princeton, sent American morale soaring. Loyalist Nicholas Cresswell 
noted the significance of this event in his diary: “The minds of the peo- 
ple are much altered. A few days ago they had given up the cause for 
lost. Their late successes have turned the scale and now they are all lib- 
erty mad again. . . . [T]hey have recovered [from] their panic and it will 
not be an easy matter to throw them into that confusion again.” As Lord 
George Germain, King George IIPs colonial secretary of state, lamented, 
“All our hopes were blasted by that unhappy affair at Trenton.” •

U.S. -Philippine 
Coins of 1903-45 


In the course of assembling a set of Philippine coins 
from the Islands’ Territorial and Commonwealth days, 
a collector finds new friends and enthusiasm.

HEN I BEGAN my search for the perfect coin 
series to collect, I asked myself a multitude of 
questions. What coins are affordable, yet have a 
chance for appreciation? What issues are rich in 
history? What series includes varieties and other 
intriguing coinage? What issues might invite research and foreign 
travel? The most important question, however, was what series of coins 
would he attractive and fun to collect? I never envisioned finding one 
that met all these criteria, but I did: United States Territorial 
coinage for the Philippine Islands. 

The Philippine Islands have always fascinated me for a variety 
of reasons. Its people are warm and friendly, it is the only Chris- 
tian country entirely in Asia, and it shares a rich history with the 
50 United States. 

The Philippines became a U.S. Territory in 1901, shortly 
after the Spanish-American War. The first U.S. civil governor, 
William Howard Taft, felt that the Filipino people were not yet 
ready for independence; they needed to learn principles of gov- 
ernment before becoming a sovereign nation. The Philippines 
became a self-governing commonwealth in 1935, and a Filipino, 
Manuel L. Quezon, was installed as president. Full indepen- 
dence was promised by 1946. 

However, on December 8, 1941, just 10 hours after their 
attack on Pearl Harbor, Japanese forces attacked the Philippines. 
Manila was occupied by the Japanese on January 2, 1942, and 
the Philippine defense continued until the final surrender of the 
U.S. -Philippine forces on the Bataan Peninsula in April and on 
Corregidor in May. U.S. troops under the command of General 
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The coins were issued in seven denominations . . . 
struck — sometimes sporadically — at mints in Philadel- 
phia, San Francisco, Denver and Manila. 


Douglas MacArthur recaptured the islands, and Japan formally surren- 
dered on September 2, 1945. The Philippines became a free and inde- 
pendent nation on July 4, 1946. 

U.S. -Philippines coinage can be divided into two distinct periods. The 
Territorial period began in 1903, several years after Commodore 
Dewey’s Manila Bay victory over the Spanish fleet, and continued until 
the commonwealth was established in 1935. Commonwealth coinage 
was issued from 1937 to 1945 (commemorative peso and 50-centavo 
coins were struck in 1936). 

A 17-coin type set reflects the coinage of the entire 1903-45 mintage 
period. It includes seven denominations: half centavo (1903-08, includ- 
ing proofs); centavo (1903-44); 5, 10, 20 and 50 centavos (1903-45); and 
peso (1903-12). Designed by Filipino artist Melicio Figueroa, they were 
struck — sometimes sporadically — at mints in Philadelphia, San Fran- 
cisco, Denver and Manila. 

There is a continuing controversy over which side is the obverse. The 
side traditionally considered the obverse — common to all half-, 1- and 5- 
centavo pieces (struck in bronze or copper-nickel) — features a young, 
Filipino male seated beside an anvil, holding a hammer in his right hand. 
This side also carries the denomination and the inscription PILIPINAS. 
On the peso and 10, 20 and 50 centavos, a young Filipino woman is de- 
picted standing, striking an anvil with a hammer. On both types, the 
smoking Mayon volcano is shown in the background. 

The other side, common to all denominations issued between 1903 
and 1936 (except the 1936 commemoratives), features an eagle with 
spread wings, perched atop an American shield. Above is UNITED 
STATES OE AMERICA; the date is centered at the bottom. In 1937 the 
design was changed to a smaller eagle perched on the Philippine coat of 
arms; on a banner below is COMMONWEAI.TH OE THE PHILIPPINES. 

Based on his personal observation that “all regular issue U.S. coins 
have the date on the obverse and the denomination on the reverse” (al- 
though this is not true of the gold $I and $3), Philippines coinage expert 
Lyman L. Allen believes that “the United States/Shield/Date side is defi- 
nitely the obverse of all 1903-45 U.S. issued coins of the Philippines.” 
The controversy continues. 

Several unique characteristics are attributed to U.S. -Philippines coin- 
age. First, they are the only U.S. -issued bilingual coins (Latin mottoes 
excepted). PILIPINAS appears on one side, UNITED STATES OE AMER- 
ICA on the other. Second, the Philippines is the only U.S. possession for

which a separate coinage was produced. Allen notes that no special coins 
“were ever made for Puerto Rico, Hawaii, the Virgin Islands, or Guam.” 

Third, there is some controversy over whether the Manila Mint 
should be considered “the mint” of the Philippine Islands or a U.S. 
branch mint. According to numismatic author Tom DeLorey, many au- 
thorities on the subject embrace the former view. Allen, however, writes 
that “the Manila Mint was the only U.S. branch mint ever established 
outside the Continental limits of the United States.” Finally, it should be 
noted that no gold proofs, business strikes or pattern pieces (except, ar- 
guably, the 1910-S 10 centavos) are part of this series. 

Individual coins are affordable to collect by type and date. Most coins 
in Fine condition can be purchased for about 50 cents or a dollar. Au- 
thor Neil Shafer describes some of the outside influences that have af- 
fected the supply and demand for these coins. “U.S. -Philippines coins 
have been sold as bullion, destroyed in war, melted by the millions, 
dumped into the sea by the millions, and a few were even used as money! 
It should come as no surprise, then, that a few dates are going to be real 
toughies to locate in any condition.” Furthermore, copper coins in 
grades of Mint State and proof “red” — survivors of the high humidity of 
this tropical archipelago — command substantial premiums. 

Undoubtedly the toughest coins to locate are the 1906-S peso and 
1910-S 10 centavos. Almost all of the 201,000 1906-S pesos in the origi- 
nal mintage were held back, melted and recoined into the smaller-size 
pieces of 1907. It has been estimated that less than 20 percent of all 
U.S. -Philippines silver coinage survived the melts of this period when

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Treasure of Xerxes 

Huge Hoard of Silver Buried circa 450 BC 


And now, as he looked and saw the whole Hellespont covered with the 
vessels of his fleet and all the shore and every plain about Abydos as full 
as possible of his men, Xerxes congratulated himself upon his good 
fortune; but after a little while he wept. His uncle Artabanus, who was 
with him at the time, asked about this strange expression of contradictory 
feelings. 7 was thinking,' Xerxes replied, 'and it came into my mind how 
pitifully short human life is. . .' ,, . , 

Herodotus VII, 45-46 

( in history described by the ancient historian 

'^l^^rd^tus was perhaps one of the greatest military 
undertakings in history given the current technology. The 
accounts relate that the great Persian king Xerxes amassed an 
army of 1,700,000 men for his invasion of Greece in 480 BC. 

An entire city was needed to feed the army just two meals, and 
an entire river ran dry when they drank. And, huge quantities 
of silver coins were struck to finance the massive military 
payroll and all the expenses of huge military operations. The 
Hellespont was the waterway, at least a mile wide, connecting 
the Black Sea and the Mediterranean Sea and separating 
Europe from Asia Minor. In order to move his vast army, Xerxes 
commanded his engineers, mostly Phoenecians and Egyptians, 
to build a bridge. To do this, 674 ships were tied together in a 
double row and planks were laid over the decks. The planks 
were covered with brushwood and dirt to create a road. Xerxes 
invaded Greece and very nearly succeeded in conquering the 
civilized world. 

As the Persians moved through northern Greece, they were 
met at the pass of Thermopylae, where 300 Spartans led by 
Leonidas fought to the last man, and successfully delayed the 
Persian advance long enough for the Greek cities to prepare. 
Although Xerxes captured Athens, the Athenians had fled with 
their fleet to the nearby island of Salamis where the Persian 
fleet was defeated by the more experienced Athenian navy. 

The army of the allied Greek city-states, led by Spartans was 
able to defeat the Persian army at Plataea in 479 BC and 
effectively ended Xerxes attempted conquest of Greece. 

Xerxes is long dead, but his observations on the brevity of 
human existence still apply today, even though we average 
more than twice the usual life span of the ancients. By 
collecting, studying and handling the coins of the ancients, our 
human experience can be greatly enhanced. In our hands we 
have relics of great kings who commanded huge armies to 
conquer kingdoms now vanished. These treasures of precious 
metals that are now unearthed from the former paths of these 
ancient armies are sometimes the only tangible links that we 
have to those battles. Now you can expand your horizons to 
the Fifth Century BC with a modest contribution to the 
Jonathan K. Kern Co. 

This hoard of silver was composed of over 1 00 pounds of 
struck sigloi. A single siglos averages 5.55 grams of nearly pure 
silver and depicts the Great King of Persia as an archer in an 


action pose. Some interpret his posture as the archaic art 
expression of running, and others describe him as 
kneeling. These coins were struck with a heavy sledge 
hammer on very thick oblong planchets, much like silver 
bullets, with a handheld upper die depicting the archer. 
The lower die was probably embedded in wood or stone 
to secure it. The lower, or reverse die of these coins, was 
used in the manner of the very first coins ever produced in 
the world. This lower die was a roughly rectangular raised 
metal lump, appearing in hundreds of mysterious 
variations. The raised reverse die creates an incuse 
impression for the backs of the sigloi. Museum studies now 
in progress utilize the reverse incused impressions for 
quick die referencing, since the obverse impression of the 
Great King is frequently off center. These coins represented 
a huge explosion in the production of coined money, and 
were struck rapidly to fill the need for pre-weighed silver 
authorized by a powerful ruler. 

The Great King is shown holding a spear and a bow on 
the sigloi attributed to the Asia Minor mint of Sardeis, in 
Lydia and a bow and dagger on the other type which are 
possibly all from a different mint further south. Frequently 
they are countermarked with tiny punches by merchants or 
bankers, possibly to attest to the quality of the silver. We 
can sell either type in a nice fine grade for $37 each, a 
nice very fine for $77 each or a nice extremely fine for 
$277 each. The raised obverse always grades much less 
than the incused reverse so our nice fine will usually have 
an extremely fine reverse.

NE OF MY favorite television shows was Connections^ 
hosted by James Burke and featured on Public Broad- 
casting stations. In each program, Burke examined what 
at first appeared a diverse succession of ideas, events or 
inventions. Although the starting and ending points of 
his narratives usually seemed unrelated in time, place and subject, by the 
end of the show he untangled the thread that connected them. With 
apologies to Burke, I shall explore two “Numismatic Connections in- 
volving the Old West, silver 
barons and Vietnam. Two 
threads will be revealed along 
the way — United States paper 
money and Native Americans. 

A few years after the Civil 
War ended, a new bank stood 
on the dusty streets of the fron- 
tier town of Cheyenne, Terri- 
tory of Wyoming. The year was 
1871, and the First National 
Bank just received Charter 
Number 1800 as a new member 
of the National Bank system. As 
a consequence of its charter, the 
institution would soon issue the 
first $20 National Bank notes in 
the Territory. These extremely 
ornate, large-sized bills were 
part of the “original” series of

what collectors now call First Charter notes. The back of the note fea- 
tures an American eagle at the right and the territorial seal at the left. 
The thread of our numismatic connection begins with the central 


vignette, Baptism of Pocahontas, adapted from a painting by John G. 
Chapman. This note is the first U.S. paper money to carry a depiction 
of a specific Native American. Pocahontas, you may recall, stepped in at 
some personal risk to save Englishman John Smith from a lethally close 
shave. The vignette (echoing the painting) portrays her somewhat later 
in life. 

We now jump forward seven years, to 1878. The silver barons 
severely pressed Congress and, with the help of advocate Richard “Silver 
Dick” Bland, secured passage of legislation that required the minting of 
enormous quantities of new silver dollars, primarily to provide a market 
for Western silver. Another piece of the strategy was the printing of 
large numbers of silver certificates: since the notes were redeemable in 
silver dollars, more coins had to be minted to cover them. 
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. . . WE AGAIN SEE Pocahontas ... a remarkable second 
appearance for the lady, the only woman so honored on 
our paper money. 


Two decades later, the United States Treasury produced an especially 
striking $5 silver certificate, part of Series 1899. The note depicts a 
Sioux chief named (as close as we can get) Ta-to-ka-in-yan-ka, better 
known to us as Running Antelope. Now, Friedberg’s standard reference. 
Paper Money of the United States, says of this note, “This is the only issue 
of U.S. paper money for which a Native American was selected as the 
central feature.” With due respect to differing opinions on the definition 
of “central feature,” I would add to this very short list the note portray- 
ing Pocahontas, mentioned previously. 

Next, we dip into the cash drawer at the Cheyenne bank (now in the 
new State of Wyoming) and pull out a Series 1880 $10 Legal Tender 
note. (This is the famous “Jackass” note, so called because when turned 
upside down, the small, central eagle on the front resembles a mule.) In 
the vignette at the right of the note’s front, we again see Pocahontas, this 
time with eyes demurely downcast, being presented to England’s royal 
court. This is a remarkable second appearance for the lady, the only

woman so honored on our paper money. Pocahontas also is one of only 
two identifiable American women to appear on United States paper 
money. She is in good company, as the other is Martha Washington. 

Finally, we take a rather larger leap forward in time and place. It is 
1971 in the war- torn country of Vietnam. The United States continues 
to pay its servicemen not in regular U.S. currency, but in Military Pay- 
ment Certificates (MPCs). By only a small stretch of the definition, 
these notes can be considered a part of the overall universe of U.S. paper 
money. The main design elements of the two highest denominations of 
MPCs in use at the time. Series 692 $10 and $20, are well-crafted por- 
traits of Native American men from two quite different tribes. These 
could be considered the fourth and fifth U.S. notes to incorporate Na- 
tive Americans as part, or all, of their main design. 

A GI returning home from Vietnam to Cheyenne, Wyoming, could 
not redeem his MPCs at the First National Bank for contemporary, 
small-sized Federal Reserve notes. But he might place one of these un- 
usual notes in a safe-deposit box in the old bank, thus tidily tying up the 
threads of this numismatic connection. •

A Century of Numismatics — 1901-2000 


T HIS month’s column 
continues my survey of the 
1970s. This time the focus 
centers on those tireless, numismatic 
wordsmiths and resourceful re- 
searchers who analyze and document 
the history of our hobby. 

Prime Periodicals 

Editors and writers of the ’70s made 
a great contribution to numismatics. 
Today our hobby still enjoys the 
substantial support of the foundation 
laid by the decade’s authors. 

In March 1974, talented sculptor 
and writer N. Neil Harris became 
editor of The Numismatist. He re- 
tained the post until 1988, when 
current incumbent Barbara Gregory 
succeeded him. In our hobby. The 
Numismatist is forever. As I have 
commented in previous columns, the 
pen seems mightier than electronic 
media. For example, a growing seg- 
ment of the public cannot remember 
’30s radio programs or even ’60s 
television shows. Vast reservoirs of 
information from these eras, how- 
ever, await any owner of back issues 
of the ANA’s magazine. I love my set 
of The Numismatist\ One of these 
days. I’ll have to start reading the 
issues all over again. 

Over at Coin World in the 1970s, 
Margo Russell continued her editor- 
ship, which stretched from the early 
’60s to 1985. Over time, Russell be- 
came one of the most respected fig- 
ures in numismatics. No doubt she 
would be included in any truly ob- 
jective listing of the most influential 
people in the hobby. She is at once 
brilliant, personable, kind and wise 
— an unusual combination by any 
scale of rarity. 


In 1975 Chet Krause, publisher of 
Numismatic News, announced plans 
to build a new facility, estimated to

cost $600,000. Working with Cliff 
Mishler, Chet went from one success 
to another. A prominent publisher, 
he also became widely respected as a 
true benefactor to the hobby, with 
no hidden agenda or egotism. (This 
reminds me how many really nice 
people we have in our hobby. Nu- 
mismatics is truly blessed.) 



Margo Russell reigned benevolently 
over Coin World from the early ’60s 
until 1985. Both brilliant and kind, she 
came to be acknowledged as one of the 
most respected figures in numismatics. 


Zealous Researchers 

Walter Breen was the most prolific 
numismatic researcher the hobby 
had seen up to this point. Employed 
by Pine Tree Auction Company, a 
subsidiary of First Coinvestors of 
Albertson, New York, he was fea- 
tured prominently in the firm’s ad- 
vertising in the 1970s. A “hippie” 
before the term became popular, 
Breen lived an unconventional 
lifestyle, but I found him to be a 
kind, gentle person who always was 
willing to be of assistance. Instead 
of profiting from authentications, 
opinions and the like, he dedicated 
himself to research. His books on 
commemoratives and proof coins 
(co-authored with Anthony Swiatek) 
were received enthusiastically. 

Don Taxay, an intrepid researcher 
of dusty documents and neglected 
archives, penned ScotCs Encyclopedia 
of United States Coins, which for a 
time seemed to be the successor to 
Wayte Raymond’s much mourned 
Standard Catalogue of U.S. Coins (last 
published in 1957). Although an- 
other edition of the Taxay book was 
published in 1976 (with Joseph H. 
Rose and Howard Hazelcorn as the 
new editors), unfortunately it never 
achieved widespread popularity. 
However, Don was a true “great” 
in our hobby, and even today his 
1966 reference. The U.S. Mint and 
Coinage, is a staple of any numis- 
matic library. 

Carl W.A. Carlson, curator of 
numismatics at The Johns Hopkins 
University during the mid ’70s, 
wrote a series of articles for The 
Numismatist that brought him fame 
as a researcher. He later entered the 
private sector, where he worked for 
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Paramount International Coin Cor- 
poration, Numismatic and Antiquar- 
ian Service Corporation of America 
(NASCA) and Stack’s. 

A museum specialist in numis- 
matics at the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion, Cora Lee Gillilland achieved 
distinction with articles and presen- 
tations. The Smithsonian’s Depart- 
ment of Numismatics was directed 
by Elvira Clain-Stefanelli, who had 
worked as co-curator with her hus- 
band, Dr. Vladimir Clain-Stefanelli, 
for a number of years. Under her 
leadership, the museum vastly ex- 
panded its outreach. In 1976-77 
the Smithsonian displayed the Elias- 
berg Collection to a record-setting 
2 million visitors. Mrs. Stefanelli was 
acclaimed for her writing ability, and 
her articles and books (including 
Numismatics — An Ancient Science and 
Select Numismatic Bibliography) re- 
main highly esteemed. 

The Smithsonian’s numismatic 
exhibit has demonstrated a dynamic 
evolution — from dusty, wooden 
cabinets in the “Castle” building on 
the Mall (where I first visited in 
1955) to its current, well-lit coin dis- 
play. The collection is maintained by 
a helpful, knowledgeable staff. It has 
been fun to watch the transition. 

Russ Rulau was — and still is — 
another research powerhouse. He is 
the numismatic equivalent to West- 
ern American historian Hubert H. 
Bancroft. I often have wondered 
how he does it. I recently discovered 
the secret: Rulau, currently in retire- 
ment, telephoned to say that he had 
spent 13 hours on token research in 
one day! 

Cut from the same, durable cloth 
is author R.W. (“Bob”) Julian. Bob’s 
byline is seen in just about every 
coin magazine I read. 

There are many other fine re- 
searchers. To discover the names of 


these resourceful souls, just check 
some back issues of The Gobrecht 
Journal^ Penny-Wise ^ The Colonial 
Newsletter and other numismatic 
journals . . . and enjoy the search. 
These specialty publications are fun 
to read. 

Let’s Get Fiscal 

In 1974 Donald J. Hoppe published 
a book. How to Invest in Gold Coins^ 
which helped the market. Les and 
Sue Fox’s Silver Dollar Fortune- 
Tellings published in 1977, also 
moved things along. 

While collectors generally appre- 
ciate publications based on sound 
numismatic knowledge, some books 
created a flood of criticism. In 1979 
Howard J. Ruff, a flamboyant hard- 
money advocate, wrote How to Pros- 
per during the Coming Bad Years and 
ran into rough waters with the pro-

fessional numismatic community. 
He had commented that rare coin 
dealers were, in effect, a low class of 
individuals, launching his diatribes 
in The Numismatists Coin World and 
other public forums. 

In the same decade, economist 
Eliot Janeway stated emphatically 
that investing in coins was a stupid 
financial maneuver. Later, ironically, 
he started his own rare coin invest- 
ment company! 

Also at this time. Coin Dealer 
Newsletter represented itself as “The 
Standard Pricing Guide of the In- 
dustry.” Increasingly, the despicable 
and inaccurate (in my opinion) word 
“industry” kept popping up in nu- 
mismatic text. Now, in 1999, the 
term is so firmly entrenched that it 
seems to be a permanent part of 
hobby vocabulary. 

Numismatic Bibliophiles 

In the ’70s, the field of numismatic 
literature became quite popular. 
Frank Katen, who began as a rare 
coin dealer in 1938, already was a 
well-known specialist in out-of-print 
coin catalogs and books. Aaron Feld- 
man, who had maintained a dealer- 
ship in New York City’s Jewelry 
Mart, refocused his activities in the 
early ’70s on the field of numismatic 
literature. Many hobbyists are famil- 
iar with his advertising slogan “Buy 
the Book before the Coin.” 

In Kentucky, roller-rink operator 
Armand Champa sold a coin collec- 
tion at auction in 1972 and turned 
his attention to building an impor- 
tant library. Harry W. Bass Jr. was 
an avid buyer as well. Others joined 
the competition. 

In 1976 Californian George Fred- 
erick Kolbe held his first advertised 
sale of out-of-print periodicals and 
catalogs. He went on to other 
accomplishments and accolades, the 
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Premier publications auctioneer 
George Frederick Kolbe began adver- 
tising out-of-print periodicals and cata- 
logs in 1976. He added yet another 
feather to his multi-plumed cap with 
the sale of books from the Bass Library 
in 1998-99. 


latest being the 1998-99 sale of 
books from the Bass Library. 

During the 70s, numismatists be- 
gan to study old books and catalogs 
in detail, and, not surprisingly, the 
prices of these items rose. Gone 
were the days when hobbyists could 
buy copies of the Coin Collector's 
Journal or Numisma for practically 
nothing. In time some publications 
became more valuable than coins! 
Of course, numismatic bibliophiles 
(sounds like an antediluvian beast) 
thought this was just fine, especially 
if they already owned such items. 

There is no future in yesterday, to 
paraphrase an old song. However, 
this does not apply to books. Per- 
haps more relevant is this sage Eng- 
lish saying; “Whilst looking to the 
future, let us not forget the glories 
of the past.” •

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Meade Won at Gettysburg 


NDEPENDENCE DaY 1863 
was a good day for the Union. 
General Ulysses S. Grant’s vic- 
tory at Vicksburg gave the North 
control of the Mississippi Valley. 
Confederate General Robert E. 
Lee’s excursion into Pennsylvania 
was blocked at Gettysburg. General 
George Meade, the Union comman- 
der, became a hero. 

Meade received the thanks of 
Congress on January 28, 1864, “for 
the skill and heroic valor which, at 
Gettysburg, repelled, defeated and 
drove back, broken and dispirited, 
beyond tbe Rappahannock, the vet- 
eran army of the Rebellion.” But he 
did not receive a Congressional gold 
medal. The Union League of Phila- 
delphia did, however, commission 
the Philadelphia Mint to strike a 
gold medal, for which Anthony Pac- 
quet engraved the dies. The obverse 
shows a truncated bust of Meade, 
while the reverse features an allegor- 
ical figure of Columbia presenting 
Meade with a wreath of victory. 
(This is one of few medals that por- 
tray the honoree on both sides.) 

George Gordon Meade was born 
on the last day of 1815 in Cadiz, 
Spain, the son of an American mer- 
chant, Richard Worsam Meade, and 
Margaret Coates Butler. He gradu- 
ated from the United States Military 
Academy at West Point in 1835, 
nineteenth in a class of 56. After 
brief service with the 3rd Artillery 
against the Seminole Indians in 
Florida, he contracted a fever that 
put him out of action. Meade re- 
signed his commission in 1836 to 
work as a civil engineer with the Ala- 
bama, Florida and Georgia Railroad. 
On his birthday in 1840, he married 


Margaretta Sergeant; they had four 
sons and two daughters. 

On May 19, 1842, Meade re-

turned to military service as a second 
lieutenant with the Corps of Topo- 
graphical Engineers, working on 
construction of lighthouses in Dela- 
ware Bay. During the Mexican War, 
he served under General Zachary 
Taylor at Palo Alto, Resaca de la 
Palma and Monterey and was bre- 
veted first lieutenant for his assault 
on Independence Hill. He served 
under General Winfield Scott at the 
siege of Vera Cruz. Meade returned 
to Florida in 1849-50. Promoted to 
captain on May 17, 1856, he went to 


Michigan for a geodetic survey of 
the Great Lakes. 

Meade was a captain when the 
Civil War broke out. Pennsylvania 
Governor Andrew G. Curtin ap- 
pointed him brigadier general of 
volunteers and gave him command 
of the 2nd Pennsylvania brigade. 
There he became friends with 
brigade commander John Reynolds. 

Meade was with General George 
McClellan’s Peninsular Campaign 
and fought at the Seven Days battles 
at Mechanicsville. He was severely 
wounded twice at Fraysier’s farm — 
one musket ball damaged his liver 
and another struck his arm. After re- 
turn to action, he fought at the sec- 
ond battle of Bull Run. His troops 
broke through General Stonewall 
Jackson’s line at Fredericksburg. He 
lost two horses, but won promotion 
to major general of volunteers and 
distinction for his division. After the 
battle, he took command of V Corps 
and did well at Chancellorsville. 

Meade assumed command of the 
Army of the Potomac on June 28, 
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General George Meade is portrayed on United States $1,000 Treasury notes, 
Series 1890 and 1891. 


1863, partly on Reynolds’ recom- 
mendation, replacing General Jo- 
seph Hooker as the fifth commander 
in a year. Five days later, he directed 
the defense at Gettysburg. Unfortu- 
nately, Meade lost his friend Reyn- 
olds in the first day of fighting. 


By the end of the Battle of Gettys- 
burg, the Confederacy put 78,000 
soldiers on the field; the Union de- 
fended with about 82,000 men. The 
Confederates had 145 guns to the 
Union’s 80. The South had 3,903 
dead and 24,000 wounded or miss- 


ing; the North had 3,155 dead and 
20,000 wounded or missing. After 
three days of fighting, both sides 
were too badly battered to continue. 
On the fourth day, they held their 
positions; then General Lee with- 
drew. Although Meade pursued Lee, 
he was unable to prevent the Confed- 
erate Army from escaping across the 
Potomac. The Gettysburg victory 
earned Meade a promotion to briga- 
dier general in the regular army. 

But Meade’s conduct at the battle 
of Gettysburg was controversial. 
Supporters of General Daniel Sick- 
les later attacked Meade for allow- 
ing Sickles to occupy an exposed 
position where his corps was overrun 
by General Longstreet’s forces. Oth- 
ers criticized him for not holding 
out reserves and not counterattack- 
ing when he had the advantage.

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Ultimately, public opinion swung in 
Meade’s favor. 

Ulysses S. Grant was appointed 
lieutenant general and given com- 
mand of all the armies. In the cam- 
paign of 1864, Grant’s command was 
attached to Meade’s Army of the Po- 
tomac, creating a challenging bal- 
ance of command. They suffered 
heavy losses in battles of The Wil- 
derness, Spotsylvania and Cold Har- 
bor, but pushed on to Petersburg. 
After the latter, Meade was pro- 
moted to major general. 

Meade continued in military serv- 
ice after the war, leading the Military 
Division of the Atlantic, the Depart- 
ment of the East and the Depart- 
ment of the South during the diffi- 
cult period of reconstruction. He 
made his home in Philadelphia and 
in 1866 became a commissioner of 


Fairmount Park. He devoted himself 
to its beautification and was honored 
with an equestrian statue. 

On November 6, 1872, Meade 
died in Philadelphia of pneumonia 
resulting from war injuries. He was 
honored by the American Philosoph- 
ical Society and Philadelphia Acad- 
emy of Natural Sciences for his sci- 
entific accomplishments. 

Paper money collectors can find 
Meade’s portrait on the Series 1890 
and 1891 $1,000 Treasury note. 
According to Robert Friedberg’s 
Paper Money of the United States^ only 
25 examples of 1890 notes are out- 
standing. The 1891 back design, with 
an “M” on two corners, is a really 
tough one for collectors. Only one 
example is known of each signature 
combination (“Tillman-Morgan” and 
“Rosecrans-Nebeker”). •

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Coal Tokens Offer Collecting Opportunities 


R ecently I spent a week- 
end at a most unusual nu- 
mismatic gathering. The 
place was Pikeville, Kentucky, and 
the event was the annual convention 
of the National Scrip Collectors As- 
sociation (NSCA), held on Saturday, 
April 25, at the Landmark Inn. 
(“Scrip,” for the benefit of those 
who don’t collect such items, applies 
to tokens and paper money issued by 
coal mines, lumber companies and 
textile mills for use in their stores.) 

So what makes this convention 
unusual? Well, for one thing, Pike- 
ville is not exactly a major metropo- 
lis and hardly a place where one 
might expect to find the meeting of 
a national organization. The tiny town 
is situated, appropriately enough, in 
the heart of a coal-mining district 
in Kentucky. 

I arrived in Pikeville the day be- 
fore the show opened to the public. 
At the Landmark Inn, dealers and 


other NSCA members were wander- 
ing from room to room, buying, 
selling and trading scrip. (As experi-

enced convention attendees know, 
many of the best deals are made be- 
fore the bourse opens.) 

Friday evening’s agenda consisted 
of a buffet meal at the inn, followed 
by entertainment in the form of a 
band and doggers. Then it was back 
to the bourse for more wheeling, 
dealing and socializing. 

The bourse room opened Satur- 
day morning. I was there promptly 
at 8 a.m., as were most of the other 
members in attendance. Scrip was

everywhere! I methodically worked 
my way from table to table, occa- 
sionally finding an item of interest. 
By the time I was through, I had sev- 
eral good finds for my various col- 
lections and also purchased numer- 
ous pieces for inventory. 

Coal tokens probably debuted in 
the 1860s. One piece in my collec- 
tion, issued by a Pennsylvania com- 
pany, is dated 1871. To the best of 
my knowledge, no coal token with 
an earlier date exists. The number of 
tokens struck prior to the 1890s for 
use by coal companies is fairly small. 
Most pieces of this era were struck 
in brass, copper or nickel; a few even 
were made of hard rubber. 

By the early 20th century, the use 
of coal scrip had increased dramati- 
cally. The Ingle Company, and later 
the Osborne Register Company, 
both located in Ohio, were the pri- 
mary manufacturers of these tokens. 
Their popular, “patented” designs, 
which usually included the maker’s 
name and logo on the token’s re- 
verse, were touted to prospective 
customers as a deterrent to counter- 
feiting (and today often are referred 
to as “system scrip”). 

Coal scrip was used mainly as an 
advance against wages and was a 
wonderful system — at least for the 
mine owners. Miners usually were 
paid twice a month. If they ran short 
of money between paydays, they 
could obtain loans from their em- 
ployers. However, the loans were 
made in scrip rather than United 
States currency. The scrip could be 
redeemed only at company stores, 
which, because of the high prices 
they charged, were very profitable 
for the mine owners. 
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Today more than 16,000 varieties 
of coal tokens are known. They are 
cataloged in two books published by 
the NSCA: one lists only those from 
West Virginia, while the second vol- 
ume list tokens from other states. 
The catalogs give an exact descrip- 
tion of each token, including its 
composition, size and shape. Also 
provided is a number indicating the 
rarity of each issue, ranging from 1 
(most common) to 10 (four or fewer 
specimens known). 

Coal scrip is worth surprisingly 
little when compared to other types 
of numismatic items. At the Pikeville 
show, a new collector might find 
hundreds of different tokens priced 
at a couple dollars each or less. Even 
tokens having a rarity of 9 or 10 of- 
ten command less than $50. 

Of course, some coal tokens have 


much higher price tags. Extremely 
rare, early pieces might easily bring 
$100 to $200, and a very small num- 
ber even more. As with all types of to- 
kens, some items in a series are more 
popular than others, and popularity 
certainly has a bearing on value. 

Since there are so many varieties 
of scrip, very few NSCA members 
attempt to collect everything. Some 
specialize in the tokens of one state 
(a lifetime project if that state hap- 
pens to be Kentucky or West Vir- 
ginia); other “scriptors” merely 
strive to form a “representative” col- 
lection (for example, a few tokens 
from each state). Or, they might seek 
specimens that illustrate different 
denominations, compositions, shapes, 
types of redemption provisions, etc. 
The possibilities are almost endless! 

As with most numismatic items. 


patience and perseverance are im- 
portant in forming a good collec- 
tion. Even if money is no object, you 
can’t just rush out and purchase all 
the tokens you want. If only three 
or four specimens of a certain token 
are known to exist, you might have 
to wait years before one comes on 
the market.

SUBMISSION INSTRUCTIONS 

1 . Be sure to print your name and your ANA number in the space provided on the submission form. 

2. All your coins must be submitted in individual soft flips. However, do not remove a coin from its certified holder if you are submitting the coin under 
NGC’s Crossover, ReGrade, ReHolder, or Designation Review services. 

3. Check the box indicating the Tier or Service desired. You may request only one Tier or Service option per NGC submission form. If you want to submit 
additional coins at a different Tier use a second submission form. For example, if you have five coins to submit under VarietyPlus and five coins under 
EarlyBird, use one submission form for each group of five, and ship both groups with their respective invoices together to the ANA. 

4. In the “Ship To” box, print clearly the address where NGC should ship your coins. In “Ship Via,” choose either FedEx (available only If you have a FedEx 
account, and charged to you) or US Postal Service Registered Mail. When you request that NGC return your coins using your FedEx account, your coins 
are insured only to your FedEx accounts arranged insurance limits. Check to be sure your FedEx account is fully insured for the dollar amount value of 
the coins you want shipped by FedEx. NGC and the ANA are not responsible for coins shipped on your FedEx account that are underinsured. 

5. List coins you are submitting with date, mintmark, country, denomination, variety (including mint state or proof designation), declared Insurance value, and 
the coin’s ID number if you are submitting an NGC coin for ReGrade. 

6. To find the Postage Fee add $10 per package plus 25^ a coin over 10 coins. (Example: On 15 coins, postage is $11.25). For FedEx delivery, do not fill in 
the Postage Fee box, your account will be billed. To find the Service Fee, multiply the number of coins submitted on the form by the Tier price and/or 
Service price selected. If you are using VarietyPlus with an EarlyBird or higher grading tier, add $5 per coin to the tier fee. 

7. Add the Total Postage Fee to the Total Service Fee and write a check for the Total Amount Due payable to the American Numismatic Association. On the 
submission form include the check number then sign and date the form as indicated. 

8. Pack your coins carefully, including the submission form and check for payment. If you send more than one submission form, please pack the appropriate 
coins and submission form together using a rubber band or other method. Be sure your package is properly registered and insured for delivery to the ANA.

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Colorado ’y Unique Answer to Silver Coinage 


H ad a presentation 
been better thought out, 
today’s hobbyists could be 
bolstering their collections with 
pieces made of a metal superior to 
our current copper-nickel clad. The 
year was 1965. A coin shortage 
threatened the economic welfare of 
the country. In a move to reduce 
collector demand, the government 
ordered a date freeze on circulating 
coinage. The price of silver was sky- 
rocketing and soon would surpass 
the face value of coins made of the 
metal. Public reaction could result in 
a massive meltdown that would leave 
the country without coins, except for 
cents and nickels. 

By 1965 Colorado’s heyday as a 
mining mecca had long since passed. 
In terms of mineral activity unre- 
lated to fuel, the Centennial State 
had dropped from near the top of 
the 50-state production scale to ex- 
actly midpoint. Gone were the days 
when Colorado’s mines were the 
primary suppliers of gold and silver 
to the United States Treasury’s 
minting facilities. 

At one time, Colorado’s gold belt 
extended from the Cripple Creek 
Mining District near the state’s cen- 
ter to the far reaches of the San Juan 
Mountains in the southwest. Silver 
from Leadville flooded the Treas- 
ury’s vaults as the nation became 
incapable of circulating the vast 
numbers of silver dollars required by 
law. So great was the metal’s flow 
that it led to the eventual demise of 
the dollar denomination. 

By 1965 the Denver Mint had be- 
come the world’s most productive 
minting facility. It was a feat made 
possible by another of Colorado’s 


mineral deposits — columbium (ex- 
tracted from the molybdenum mines 
near Empire and Henderson).

Discovered in 1801, columbium 
found little commercial applicability 
until the 1930s, when it proved to be 
a strengthening agent in steel alloys 
and was used in the creation of 
coinage dies. Columbium originally 
was imported from Africa, Norway, 
Canada and Brazil. As industrial de- 
mand increased toward the end of 
World War II for columbium-based 
alloys used in nuclear reactors and 
jet aircraft engines, Colorado soon 
became one of the principal sources 
of the metal. 



Both sides of a promotional colum- 
bium coin featured the reverse of a 
Franklin Roosevelt presidential medal. 


At the time of the coin shortage, 
Colorado’s columbium reserves 
barely had been tapped. A consor- 
tium of users and producers formed 
an alliance called the “Columbium 
for Coinage Association.” Members 
included the General Electric Com- 
pany, Molybdenum Corporation of 
America and Union Carbide Corpo- 
ration. Lesser-known participants 
were the Kawecki Chemical Com- 
pany and Wah Chang Corporation. 

This was not simply a magnani- 
mous undertaking. The group con- 
cluded that increased demand for 
the metal would drop the $50-per- 
pound price to a more realistic range 
of $10 to $12. It estimated that the 
recycling of scrap would lower the 
cost even more. The price of colum- 
bium then would match that of sil- 
ver, approximately $1 per ounce. 

Columbium warranted serious 
consideration by the United States 
Mint. It offered many advantages, 
including a “good feel”; lustrous, sil- 
ver-gray color; weight comparable to 
silver; and a “ring” more like silver 
than nickel or other base metals. 

In addition, columbium was 
harder and tougher than either 
nickel or silver. Coins made from 
columbium would offer greater re- 
sistance to wear, retaining their 
sharpness of detail far longer. The 
metal also was corrosion resistant, 
and its luster was enhanced by han- 
dling. Columbium proved to be a 
very ductile metal and could be 
worked cold. Moreover, its high 
melting point (4,400° Fahrenheit), 
specialized processing (vacuum melt- 
ing) and intrinsic value contributed 
to the difficulty and unprofitability 
of counterfeiting. Consequently, 
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experimental columbium coins were 
struck at the Philadelphia Mint 
using standard presses. 

Known columbium-ore reserves 
were estimated at 6 million tons, 
making it one of the most plentiful 
metals available. In 1965 demand for 
coinage was projected to exceed no 
more than 5,000 tons per year over 
the next century. Reserves in Pow- 
derhorn, Colorado, alone, could fill 
coinage demand for about 30 years. 

Unfortunately, columbium was 
not without negative factors. It 
would take industry up to two years 
to adapt to meet the Mint’s annual 
demand. Although ample melting 
and rolling capacity already existed, 
additional facilities would be needed 
to sustain production. 

The Columbium for Coinage As- 
sociation recommended that strip or 


even coinage blanks be supplied to 
the Mint initially. The metal did not 
require the extensive mills associated 
with either silver or sandwiched 
metals. Operations were clean. Since 
the metal could be worked cold, ex- 
isting Mint equipment could be uti- 
lized (setting the precedent for com- 
mercial expansion of the ore’s use). 

Nothing new is without critics. 
The silver industry recognized 
columbium as a potential competi- 
tor. Vending machines posed an ad- 
ditional problem. The machines’ re- 
jecter devices could not handle the 
new metal. Beyond this, sufficient 
metal strip would not be available to 
meet the projected coinage demand 
for 1966 and 1967, despite the exist- 
ence of ample world reserves of 
columbium ore. 

Unofficially, there may have been 


a more subtle scuttle to columbium 
coinage. Without the benefit of in- 
put from numismatic consultants. 
Union Carbide’s Stellite Division 
produced the promotional pieces 
distributed for Congressional re- 
view. The sample pieces were as far 
from an actual coin as an art medal 
can get. Perhaps fearing accusations 
of plagiarism, Union Carbide repli- 
cated the reverse of a Franklin Roo- 
sevelt presidential medal on both 
sides. The specimens were far 
thicker than a normal coin and bore 
an extremely high-relief design. 

Knowing Congress’ propensity 
for confusion, it may have been ask- 
ing too much of officials to visualize 
the samples as a useful coinage issue. 
The battle for a practical columbium 
coinage probably was lost for lack of 
a realistic example. •

Modem U.S. Coins Often Unappreciated 


M odern United States 
uncirculated and proof 
coins seem to be worth 
less than their original issue price. 
The same is true of most modern 
commemorative issues. This is just 
the opposite of the situation that ex- 
isted 40 years ago, when almost any 
of the coins you could buy directly 
from the Mint were sure to become 
more valuable in a few years. Recent 
issues not only are lagging in value, 
but also appear to be losing their 
appeal among collectors. 

The reason for this turnabout in 
attitude is not entirely clear. I sug- 
gest it may have been brought about 
largely by changes in the Mint’s 


marketing and production programs. 

At one time, only one regular 
mint set and one proof set were

available each year, at a total cost of 
less than $5. From 1951 to 1982, 
there were no commemorative coins, 
and the Mint frowned on using its 
coins in jewelry. From 1965 to 1967, 


mintmarks were left off all coins in 
an effort to discourage people from 
saving them. At the time, collectors 
were begging the Mint for more 
coins to satisfy their thirst. 

Now all that has changed, and it 
would cost a collector more than 
$3,000 a year to buy one of each dif- 
ferent numismatic item produced by 
the Mint (that is, if you could figure 
out just what is available). 

There are so many packaging 
options and varieties, it is difficult to 
keep up. Proofs no longer are just 
choice examples of circulating coins. 
They have taken on a life of their 
own, with special mintmarks, odd 
pieces struck in silver, and commem-

orative coins with mintages higher 
than those of uncirculated pieces. 
Bullion coins in silver, gold and plat- 
inum add to the confusion. Which 
coins are real circulating pieces and 
which are being made for collectors 
and investors? 

Collecting one of each new coin 
every year has become such a chal- 
lenge that I think many collectors 
have stopped trying. This trend may 
bode ill for future collectors because 
very few modern coins are being 
saved in any quantity in bags or rolls. 
The day could come when there 
is no ready supply of uncirculated 
modern coins other than the mint 
sets that are being ignored today. 

Those who are buying annual 
government sets and commemora- 
tive coins may end up the big win- 
ners in the race for valuable coins. 
Fewer and fewer coins are produced 
each year. Fancy packaging is dis- 
carded by the non-numismatic pub- 
lic, and many coins are improperly 
handled. Only specialized dealers are 
trying to stock modern sets. Perhaps 
we are all overlooking something 
about supply and demand here. 

The new quarters and dollar coins 
may bring about a change in collect- 
ing habits and demand. By the time 
we realize how difficult it is to find 
pleasing examples of coins dated 
after 1964, it may be too late. 

File #591 

Check your local newspaper for an 
advertisement offering “The Official 
Diana Princess of Wales Memorial 
Coin.” It is an attractive ad showing 
a magnified view of a rose and the 
new English £5 coin. The promo- 
tion and the coins come directly 
from the British Royal Mint. 

This is the coin I predicted last 
year, and I said it would be worth 
waiting for. Since then, several other 


medals have been produced to com- 
memorate the late princess, but 
nothing like this. And the £5 com- 
memorative has the added appeal of 
being a real coin. 

The artistry is superb, with a tra- 
ditional image of Queen Elizabeth 
II on the obverse and a remarkable 
likeness of Princess Diana on the 
reverse. The coin is a legal-tender, 
copper-nickel £5 piece the size of a 
United States silver dollar. 

You can buy the uncirculated ver- 
sion of this coin for $14.95 postpaid. 
The pieces are packaged in a presen- 
tation folder. Shipment will take 30 
days from receipt of your order in 
England, and you have 10 days to 
request a refund if you are not satis- 
fied. For further details about the 
design-selection process and order- 
ing information, see the February 
1999 issue for Graham Dyer’s arti- 
cle, “The Diana Memorial Coin: A 
Personal View” (p. 140) and “£5 
Coin a Fitting Memorial to Diana”

Did you know you can buy a gen- 
uine ancient Roman bronze coin for 
only $14.98 plus postage? You can 
in a catalog I just received. Judging 
from the illustration, you will re- 
ceive a small coin of the Constan- 
tine period (around A.D. 300-80), 
and in rather poor condition. Even 
so, this is not an outrageous price. I 
have seen many such pieces at coin 
shows in boxes where you can pick 
out one you like for $2 to $3. 

The odd thing about this offering 
is that I received another, similar 
catalog selling a nearly identical 
Roman coin for $29.98 plus postage. 
The first coin obviously is a better 
buy, but I think I will pass on both 
offers. I am beginning to question 
any coin ad in which the price 


ends in “98 cents” or some such 
odd amount. 

File #593 

Here is your opportunity to buy 
something “Rare and Undervalued.” 
Those are the promoter’s words, not 
mine. The firm is selling Carson 
City Mint Morgan silver dollars for 
$39.75 each, plus $3 shipping. The 
small print indicates there is a two- 
coin minimum. The price is not bad if 
the grade of the coins is high enough. 

The danger here is that the de- 
scription says they are in “nice circu- 
lated condition.” That doesn’t give 
numismatists much to go on. Some- 
times ads like this can produce some 
desirable coins, but more often they 
turn out to be “bait and switch” 
schemes that attempt to get buyers 
interested in some more expensive 
items. Proceed with caution on any- 
thing like this that sounds too good 
to be true. 

File #594 

A price of $67 seems very reasonable 
for a Swiss 20-franc coin in uncircu- 
lated condition. Apparently there is 
a large quantity on the market. It is 
a really neat coin that exudes the 
mystique of a Swiss bank account 
and an independent nation whose 
money always is a valuable asset and 
hedge against war and inflation. No, 
I am not promoting the coin; I just 
think it represents an opportunity to 
own a nice piece of gold at a reason- 
able cost. 

I also have noticed that some of 
these coins are being offered for sale 
by non-numismatic companies at 
much higher prices. One credit-card 
company is charging $240. And the 
strange thing is, these companies 
probably are selling more than any 
coin dealers. It makes me wonder 
what the real price should be. •

Starting as a salesperson for Western 
Numismatics in 1981, I collected 
proof coins and art bars. While at- 
tending an average of 40 shows a year 
until 1992, I watched our industry 
change from the viewpoint of both 
dealers and collectors. In 1992 I 
joined the Long Beach Coin and 
Collectibles Expo at registration and 
later as general floor manager until 
1997. Serving on the board of direc- 
tors of Women in Numismatics since 
its beginning in 1992 and president 
since 1996, I have presented coin 
programs at grade and middle 
schools and distributed several thou- 
sand PNG pennyboards. 

I believe every officer has an 
obligation to each member of the 
organization he or she serves, and 
this includes an open voting policy. 
Closed votes would be limited to 
awards, contracts, personnel or legal 
matters. Since the ANA staff is ex- 
pected to work with the Board, they 
should be invited to its meetings. 

I would like more communication 
between the individual member 
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clubs, their regional representatives 
and ANA headquarters; some of our 
clubs have lost touch completely. 
Collectors are the grass roots of our 
hobby, and for many, clubs are their 
only connection to the ANA. We 
cannot educate all the collectors and 
hobbyists with the intensity of a 
Summer Seminar, but perhaps more 
seminars at the local, state or re- 
gional levels would work. 

I encourage local clubs to estab- 
lish more youth programs, a YN col- 
umn in their club publications and 
The Nimnsmatist. In my school pro- 
grams, I offer prizes to the children 
who pay attention, so I know that 
recognition works. 

Get to know all the candidates be- 
fore you vote, and don’t hesitate to 
question them. They will manage 
your organization of 28,000 mem- 
bers, assets in the tens of millions 
and a comparable budget, all sup- 
ported by your dues, donations and 
bourse fees. Investigate, suggest, 
think and, most of all, vote.

Association Anticipates 
Budget Surplus 

A $4 million budget for the 1999- 
2000 fiscal year was approved by the 
Board of Governors during meetings 
held at the Association’s 1999 Na- 
tional Money Show in Sacramento, 
California, March 12-14. At the end 
of the fiscal year (March 31, 2000), 
ANA revenue is expected to total 
$4,104,994, with anticipated expendi- 
tures of $4,096,776, resulting in a 
budget surplus of $8,2 1 8. 

According to Chief Financial Of- 
ficer Ruthann Brettell, “The staff at 


ANA headquarters has prepared a 
comprehensive, yet conservative, 
budget. Their top priority is, as al- 
ways, developing and improving 
member benefits while maintaining 
a balanced budget.” 

This year’s budget is 6.5 percent 
lower than last year’s, primarily be- 
cause the performance of the ANA’s 
endowment fund portfolio is conserv- 
atively estimated at $915,490, Brettell 
notes. However, revenue from mem- 
bership dues and conventions is ex- 
pected to increase over the next year.

Membership News 


While the Board considered no 
new programs for the next fiscal 
year, it did approve a separate budg- 
et for public relations and market- 
ing. This new line item reflects the 
ana’s increased efforts to promote 
its conventions and the hobby. 

“With the ever-increasing de- 
mands on people’s time, the ANA 
recognizes it must dramatically step 
up its promotions,” Brettell says. “I 
think the success of these early ef- 
forts can be seen in the news media 
attention and public attendance at 
our recent conventions in Portland 
and Sacramento.” 

Regarding ANA expenses for the 
1999-2000 fiscal year, Brettell ex- 
plains that salaries and benefits for 
the Association’s 33 staff members 


account for the largest portion 
(35.18 percent). This figure is in line 
with a survey conducted by the 
American Society of Association Ex- 
ecutives, which found that personnel 
salaries represent the largest expend- 
iture of associations, with an average 
35.70 percent of total income spent 
on staff salaries, commissions, bene- 
fits and taxes. 

The remaining budgeted expenses 
for the ANA are as follows: commu- 
nications, including all mailings and 
telephone, 13.58 percent; building, 
including headquarters and ware- 
house, 10.55 percent; bourse, in- 
cluding both conventions, 9.47 per- 
cent; professional, including legal 
fees and contract labor, 8.72 percent; 
publications, including The Numis- 


matist, 7.54 percent; education, in- 
cluding Summer Seminar, coin 
grading seminars and Numismatic 
Theatre programs, 6.96 percent; 
travel, primarily those costs associ- 
ated with conventions, 5.40 percent; 
and other expenses, 2.60 percent. 

ANA Joins Forces 
with lAPN to 
Deter Counterfeits 

The ANA and the International As- 
sociation of Professional Numisma- 
tists (lAPN) are teaming up to im- 
prove counterfeit coin detection 
measures for collectors. “For years, 
the ANA has led the fight in Amer- 
ica against counterfeit collector 
coins,” says Edward C. Rochette, 
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ANA interim executive director. “By 
joining with lAPN, we will be part 
of an established international net- 
work. lAPN offers the perfect com- 
plement to the ana’s well-estab- 
lished efforts to curb this menace to 
numismatic collectors everywhere.” 

According to lAPN representative 
Arthur Friedberg, the 50-year-old 
organization was founded by “lead- 
ing international numismatic firms 
to develop a healthy and prosperous 
numismatic trade conducted accord- 
ing to the highest standards of busi- 
ness ethics.” As a condition of mem- 
bership, lAPN members guarantee 
the authenticity of all the coins and 
medals they sell. 

“In 1975 the lAPN established 
the International Bureau for the 


Suppression of Counterfeit Coins 
(IBSCC) in London,” Friedberg ex- 
plains. “It maintains close links with 
mints, police forces, museums, col- 
lectors and dealers, publishing a 
‘Bulletin on Counterfeits’ and other 
specialized reports.” 

Under the agreement, the ANA 
Authentication Bureau (ANAAB) 
and the IBSCC will work together to 
further detect and expose counterfeit 
numismatic material. The two organ- 
izations plan to co-publish the semi- 
annual “Bulletin on Counterfeits.” 

Exhibit Judges to Be 
Certified in Chicago 

To maintain a corps of qualified 
judges who support the high stand- 


ards of exhibit competition, the 
American Numismatic Association 
sponsors the Judges’ Familiarization 
and Certification Program. Those 
who satisfactorily complete the 
training are certified as ANA judges. 
Exhibitors who wish to learn more 
about the judging process also are 
invited to participate. 

Supervised by ANA Chief Judge 
Joseph E. Boling, this year’s pro- 
gram will be offered in conjunction 
with the ana’s 108th Anniversary 
Convention in Chicago, August 11- 
15. The first segment, beginning at 
10:30 a.m. on Wednesday, August 
1 1, is a procedural class in which ap- 
plicants receive practice judging 
sheets. On Friday, August 13, partic- 
ipants turn in the sheets for profes-

A-Mark & Stack’s vs. ANA 

In February 1998, A-Mark Coin Galleries, Inc. 
(doing business as Superior Stamp & Coin) and 
Stack’s L.L.C. filed suit against the ANA, claiming 
that although they did not submit bids to conduct 
ANA anniversary convention auctions for 1997, 

1998 and 1999, they would have done so had they 
known the benefits the successful bidder would re- 
ceive. Neither A-Mark/Superior nor Stack’s had bid 
on an ANA auction for almost 20 years. 

Issues have been raised by A-Mark/Superior and 
Stack’s as a result of the Association’s agreement to 
allow the successful auctioneer for the 1997, 1998 
and 1999 anniversary convention auctions the use 
of the ana’s mailing list, primarily to solicit con- 
signments for the auctions. However, the list was 
used by the successful auctioneer for other purposes 
that, while not directly related to the solicitation of 
consignments for the auctions, were intended to en- 
hance consignments to the anniversary sales. 

Because the mailing list had been used in the past 
by other auction firms whose sales competed with 
the ANA’s, the Association entered into an agree- 
ment with the successful bidder that required the 
ANA to pay the successful bidder $25,000 if the 
ANA allowed a competitor to use the mailing list. 
While the lawsuit filed by A-Mark/Superior and 
Stack’s questions the propriety of this action, at the 
time the practice began, both the successful auc- 
tioneer and Stack’s had complained because the 
ANA mailing list had been used to support the ac- 
tivities of an auction firm that had been unsuccess- 
ful in its bid for the 1997, 1998 and 1999 anniver- 
sary convention auctions. 

A-Mark/Superior and Stack’s also have ques- 


tioned the practice of giving the successful bidder 
advance notice of deceased members’ names. This 
practice, which began in December 1996, was in- 
tended to enhance the ANA auction and lasted only 
a brief time, ceasing in May 1997. Since the sum- 
mer of 1997, both A-Mark/Superior and Stack’s 
have been aware that this short-lived practice stopped 
in May 1997. (The ANA also formally advised them 
of this in early June 1998 as a part of the lawsuit.) 

Other allegations have been made in the lawsuit 
by A-Mark/Superior and Stack’s and will be ad- 
dressed in future installments of “Developments on 
the Legal Front.” 

Internal Revenue Code Intermediate Sanctions 

Several years ago, the Internal Revenue Serv- 
ice (IRS) proposed “intermediate sanctions” to 
address what it considered to be inappropriate deal- 
ings of officers and directors of nonprofit organ- 
izations (and others determined to be “disqualified 
persons”). Such inappropriate activity includes 
receiving excess benefits from the organization 
(for example, payments or other benefits that ex- 
ceed the value of the services or products provided). 
In recent months, the IRS finalized and adopted 
these regulations. 

In light of the finalization of the regulations 
regarding intermediate sanctions, ANA President 
Anthony Swiatek has appointed a committee to 
review the regulations and prepare recommenda- 
tions for ANA guidelines to be considered by the 
Board of Governors. These will be considered at 
the Board’s upcoming meeting in Chicago in 
conjunction with the ANA’s 108th Anniversary 
Convention, August 11-15. 

This proactive effort will provide internal guid- 
ance for the ANA Board and staff and help prevent 
difficulties from arising. Members wishing to par- 
ticipate in this discussion in Chicago are invited to 
do so. Watch The Numismatist for further details. •

T he mission of The Numis- 
matist, the official publication 
of the American Numismatic 
Association, is to educate and pro- 
vide a forum for the interchange of 
ideas. It serves as a refreshing review 
for the experienced collector and as 
an introduction to essential concepts 
for the less experienced. The staff and 
contributing editors of The Numis- 
matist welcome the opportunity to 
review well-written, well-conceived 
articles displaying original, docu- 
mented research. 

Authors of articles published in the 
magazine receive $3 per column inch, 
with bonuses available to those who 
provide usable photographs or illus- 
trations and/or furnish material for 
photographic reproduction. Incidental 
expenses incurred by the author in 
preparation of an article may be reim- 
bursed, subject to prior approval. 

Published articles also are eligible 
for the Heath Literary Award, which is 
presented annually to authors whose 
articles are judged outstanding contri- 
butions to The Numismatist. A silver 
medal and $250 is awarded for first 
place, a bronze medal and $100 for 
second place, and a bronze medal for 
third place. Articles displaying original 
and comprehensive research in U.S. 
numismatics are eligible for the Wayte 
and Olga Raymond Memorial Award, 
which includes a prize of $400 for first 
place and $200 for second. Articles 
about United States bank notes are 
considered for the Catherine Sheehan 
Award for U.S. Paper Money Studies, 
with $100 for first place and $50 
for second. 

MANUSCRIPTS 

Manuscripts should be relevant to the 
study of numismatics, present new in- 
formation, and/or constitute a contri- 
bution to numismatic education. The 
author is directly responsible for all 
statements made in the manuscript.

Manuscripts should be 
typed and double-spaced on 872 x 11- 


inch, white bond paper. Computer 
printouts should be letter quality. Sub- 
missions on computer disk (5- or 372- 
inch) are preferred, provided they are 
formatted in ASCII (with no carriage 
returns) and accompanied by a hard copy.

Grading Trade Dollars 


T he Trade dollar was 
introduced in 1873 to allow 
American merchants to 
compete effectively in the lucrative 
East Asia trade. Slightly heavier than 
the standard silver dollar it replaced, 
this new piece was intended to be on 
par with the Mexican dollar, which 
was the preferred medium of ex- 
change at that time among the mer- 
chants of coastal China and South- 
east Asia. In this role, the Trade 
dollar did achieve limited success. 

The coin’s undoing, however, was 
its legal-tender status in domestic 
circulation. Because these pieces 
could not be redeemed in amounts 
greater than $5 at a time, merchants 
accumulated so many that they often 
sold them at a discount to brokers. 
Legal-tender status was revoked in 
1876, but the Trade dollar remained 
a nuisance in domestic circulation 
until 1887, when Congress finally 
opted to redeem the coin for face 
value. The recovered silver was used 
for coining standard dollars and sub- 
sidiary dimes, quarters and halves. 

Although minted for circulation 
only from 1873 to 1878, Trade dol- 
lar proofs were offered to collectors 
through 1883. The rare proofs of 
1884-85 were produced clandes- 
tinely and are not a requisite compo- 
nent of a complete set. 

Circulated Trade dollars are quite 
simple to grade using the text and il- 
lustrations found in Official A.N.A. 
Grading Standards for United States 
Coins. Mint-state and proof coins are 
another matter, as they offer a num- 
ber of challenges. For certain dates, 
particularly the San Francisco Mint 
issues of 1875-78, a large number of 
uncirculated Trade dollars have sur- 


vived. These pieces typically have 
numerous contact marks, likely the 
result of being stored in canvas bags

that were moved repeatedly. More- 
over, Trade dollars were purchased 
from mints at their bullion value and 
viewed by holders simply as a com- 
modity not requiring special care. 

Few people collected these coins 
before 1900. Even today. Trade dol- 
lars are viewed primarily as type 
coins. The number of collectors seek- 
ing these pieces by date, mint and 
variety is relatively small. While 
several dates, as noted, are common 
in mint state, gems of any date truly 
are rare. As of April 1999, Numis- 
matic Guaranty Corporation (NGC) 
had certified just 109 pieces in 
Mint-State (MS)-65 and only 26 in 
higher grades. 

In addition to being heavily “bag- 
marked,” the typical, mint-state Trade 
dollar exhibits one or more points of 
weak strike. The most problematic 
areas are Liberty’s head, the bundle 
of wheat, and the eagle’s left leg 
(viewer’s right) and upper right wing. 

Lackluster surfaces are another 
problem. Most Trade dollars origi- 
nally displayed a mixture of satiny 
and frosty textures but have been 
damaged by careless handling and, 
in some instances, cleaning. For ex- 


ample, many Trade dollars were re- 
covered from East Asian ports after 
World War II, having spent years 
exposed to humidity and sea air. Un- 
fortunately, these coins often were 
scrubbed clean by Asians offering 
them for sale to American dealers, or 
by the dealers themselves. It’s easy 
to see why pristine, gem Trade dol- 
lars are so rare. The few seen today 
likely never left the United States. 

Proof Trade dollars were minted 
in fairly small numbers through 
1878. Subsequently, their mintages 
soared to more than 1,000 annually, 
as a speculative trade developed in 
these proof-only dates. Even today, 
the most commonly encountered 
proof Trade dollars are from these 
later years. Gems are far more com- 
mon among proof dollars than 
among currency strikes. Even so, 
proof Trade dollars should be in- 
spected for hairline scratches and 
other signs of cleaning, as these al- 
ways are cause for downgrading and 
may preclude certification. •

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Watch Out for Glue and PVC 


O NE OF THE greatest pleas- 
ures for many numismatists 
is the ability to attractively 
store, view and show their coins 
simultaneously. However, care must 
be taken to ensure that quality stor- 
age isn’t sacrificed for convenience 
and ease of display. 

Q. I would like to make some mu- 
seum-quality coin cabinets and/or 
trays, but cannot find specific infor- 
mation on the stability and safety of 
materials. The trays I have seen are 
made of cherry and lined with felt. 
Is cherry a good, stable choice? How 
is felt attached, especially if the cabi- 
net is divided into sections (post of- 


fice nooks)? Is there a safe glue? I 
thought all glue emitted potentially 
damaging gases. Can you recom- 



mend a good reference book on 
this topic? — C.M., via Internet 

A. It’s rare that the subject of wood 


comes up in a question regarding 
storage, but cherry probably is as 
good a choice as any. It is harder 
than most other types of wood and 
certainly has been used in items that 
have survived for several hundred 
years. (If readers can provide further 
enlightenment. I’d be happy to print 
the replies in a future installment.) 

As for attaching felt to wood, 
check with a hobby, craft or art sup- 
ply store for archival-quality glue. 
Most regular types of glue will de- 
compose over time and release inju- 
rious chemicals. It’s important to 
minimize the degradation of felt as 
time passes. Ask for professional ad- 
vice at the aforementioned stores.

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I cannot recommend any specific 
books, but by selecting materials 
with care, you can assemble a rela- 
tively safe display cabinet. Be sure to 
protect your treasures by placing 
them appropriately. You might use 
clear, fitted capsules (such as Koin- 
tains^”^). Simply setting the items in 
the box exposes them to humidity, 
mishandling and friction. 

Q. In your December 1998 column, 
you mention both Eagle brand hold- 
ers and Heritage albums. I have 
not been able to locate either. Can 
you provide a source for these items? 
I collect A. D. -dated copper coins 
of the world by date, starting with 
the earliest known, a 1481 Brabant 
(I don’t have one yet). I have used 
self-sealing, snap-together, 2 x 2 -inch 
plastic holders to help preserve the 


pieces. I also use an effective clean- 
ing product called Blue Ribbon^*'^ 
(1,1,1-trichloroethane). Assuming 
the cleaner has removed all contami- 
nants from the coin and the holder is 
inert and airtight, is it still important 
not to use a PVC album page? 

— D.D., via Internet 

A. Unfortunately, I can’t recom- 
mend any particular source for these 
albums. However, you can check 
with supply distributors who adver- 
tise products and services in The Nu- 
mismatist^ Coin Worlds Numismatic 
News and other hobby periodicals. 

I find several flaws in the storage 
methods you describe. Blue Rib- 
bon^*^ does remove grime and create 
a thin, protective film, but it also can 
change a coin’s appearance or color 
(especially uncirculated copper). 


Although it is likely the majority of 
the well-circulated, copper coins in 
your collection have benefited from 
the cleaner, I advise caution. 

Assuming that your snap-together 
plastic holders are inert and airtight 
(which they aren’t, although they’re 
pretty good), it still is very important 
not to use a polyvinyl chloride (PVC) 
album page. As discussed in previous 
installments, the plasticizer in PVC 
that makes it pliable will react chem- 
ically over time with the copper con- 
tent of neighboring coins. Storage in 
other holders may delay the reac- 
tion, but I certainly have seen green 
PVC slime on pieces stored too long 
in the manner you described.

An Altered 1892-S 
Morgan Dollar 

The ANA Authentication Bureau 
(ANAAB) recently examined an al- 
tered 1892-S Morgan dollar. What 
makes this piece particularly inter- 
esting is that it was altered not by 
adding an “S” mintmark, as is usu- 
ally the case, but rather by removing 
the third digit in the date and adding 
a “9” from another coin. 

The “coin doctor” removed the

third digit from an 1882-S without 
significantly damaging the surround- 
ing fields or numerals. The fields 
then were polished with a rotating 
wire brush (a process known as “whiz- 
zing”), which helped conceal evidence

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of the removed digit. A “9” was care- 
fully removed from another Morgan 
dollar, taking great care not to no- 
ticeably change its shape, and then 
soldered into place on the host coin. 

Examination of the date on the 
altered dollar reveals that the “9” is 
farther than the other digits from the 
denticles. Since this is not char- 
acteristic of any known varieties of 
this date, the coin’s authenticity im- 
mediately is suspect. Furthermore, 
the surface of the “9” is higher than 
that of the original “8” and “2.” 
These digits display ridges of metal 
(pushed up by whizzing) that are not 
visible on the “9.” 

Closer scrutiny of the “9” yields 
evidence of a seam along its edge, 
and a gouge emerges from under the 
ball on the numeral’s left side. Also 
noticeable is the difference in the 



The edges of the added “9” are 
sharper and more distinct than those 
of the original numerals, which slope 
gradually into the field.

junctures of the digits and the fields. 
For example, the edges of the “8” 
slope gradually into the field, while 
the edges of the “9” are sharper and 
more distinct.

bullion prices escalated and silver is- 
sues were reduced in size and weight. 

The 1910-S 10 centavos is the 
equivalent of the 1804 silver dollar 
for U.S. coins — the supreme rarity. 
Contemporary Mint records indicate 
none were struck, but it is thought 
that five to ten trial strikes were 
made. At least one specimen resided 
in the Manila Mint before it was de- 
stroyed by the Japanese in World 
War II. While none are known to- 
day, a few are believed to have sur- 
vived. It will be a great day in numis- 
matic history should one turn up. 

Other cherries include the 1916-S 
5 centavos; 191 1-S and 1912-S peso; 
and two interesting mules (a 191 8-S 
5 centavos with a 20-cent obverse 
[Shield] die used in error; and a 
1928/7-M 20 centavo with a 5 -cent 
obverse die used deliberately to fill a 
rush order). The 191 8-S “large S” 
centavo is a fascinating variety. It is 
assumed that a punch intended for a 
50-centavo die was used in error on 
this piece; Allen considers it “very 
scarce.” (Interestingly, author David 
Lange recently established that the 
mysterious “micro S” mintmark 
punch employed on some 1945 Mer- 
cury dimes actually is the punch 
used on some Philippine 5, 10 and 
20 centavos before 1920.) 

The Philadelphia Mint produced 
no circulating coins for the Philip- 
pines in 1904. An order for 10,000 
special mint sets was filled and deliv- 
ered to famed American numismatist 
Farran Zerbe for a Philippines ex- 
hibit at the Louisiana Purchase Ex- 
position in St. Louis that year. About 
3,254 sets were sold, and the re- 
maining coins were sent back to the 
Philippines, where, for the most 
part, they were put back into circu- 


lation. Values today reflect the lim- 
ited availability of these coins in 
higher grades. 

In addition to business strikes, the 
U.S.-Philippines series features 
proof coins (1903-08), and three 
coins issued to commemorate the 
founding of the Commonwealth 
(1936-M Murphy-Quezon peso and 
50 centavos, and Roosevelt-Quezon 
peso). In 1920 an official medal fea- 
turing a portrait of U.S. President 
Woodrow Wilson was struck in sil- 
ver, bronze and gold to mark the 
opening of the new Manila Mint. 

Many U.S.-Philippines enthusi- 
asts also include the 1947-S Mac- 
Arthur peso/5 0-centavo set in their 
collections. These coins are exam- 
ples of the first coinage of the inde- 
pendent Republic of the Philippines. 

In addition to handsome, historic 
coins, the U.S.-Philippines series 
provided me with enriching oppor- 
tunities to travel and to make new 
friends. This first became clear when 
I went to Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, in 
November 1997 to meet Lyman 
Allen, a very knowledgeable author 
and dealer. His second edition of 
U.S. /Philippines Corns proved invalu- 
able to my research. Allen shares the 
dismay of many collectors that these 
beautiful coins do not get the recog- 
nition they deserve. 

Famed author and numismatist Q. 
David Bowers recently wrote that 
collectors should “consider numis- 
matics to be an oasis, a castle in the 
air, an escape from the everyday 
cares of the world. At your fingertips 
are coins and notes from all eras and 
places.” How true this is, and even 
more so when the diversion takes 
you to an interesting and faraway 
land. For me, this meant my April 
1998 visit to Manila and the Philip- 
pine Numismatic and Antiquarian 
Society (PNAS), of which I am a 


member. Never before have I had 
such enjoyable and educational con- 
versations about coins. 

Discussions began when I met 
Carman Funtanar, the PNAS’ kind 
and helpful office secretary. Then I 
was introduced to PNAS Vice Presi- 
dent Generoso S. “Jun” Cuartero Jr. 
Several other club members joined 
in. We talked about differences be- 
tween our two countries in grading 
and pricing, as well as the unique 
characteristics of coins from the 
Spanish Colonial era (1565-1898) 
and the period of U.S. administra- 
tion (1903-46). We also explored the 
difficulty of obtaining certain coins 
(like the 1906-S peso) both in the 
United States and the Philippines. 

I purchased a nice 1904 peso and 
some booklets on Philippine coins 
and bank notes, and also took with 
me the pleasure of making some 
new friends. I left with the classic 
MacArthur promise “I shall return!”*

Sales of Treasure Coins 
and Encased Postage 

The March 18-20 sale of the Emil 
Voigt Sr. collection of coins, medals 
and tokens, and the Dr. Wallace 
Lee collection of encased postage 
stamps brought $3,734,526 (includ- 
ing a 15-percent buyer’s fee). Fetch- 
ing the top price in the sale, con- 
ducted in Baltimore by Auctions by 
Bowers and Merena, was a 1926 
Sesquicentennial quarter eagle, com- 
ing in at $43,700.

CURA'I'OR’S CORNER 

BY ROBERT W. HOGE 


A Note, an Explorer 
and Images of Fame 

One of my favorite specimens in the 
ANA Museum is a wonderful piece 
of Americana from St. Louis, Mis- 
souri, dated 1 November 1848. This 
$50 bill, purportedly issued by The 
Bank of the State of Missouri, was 
the gift of benefactor J. Roy Pennell 
Jr. Like many of our obsolete 19th- 
century bank notes, this example 
features some nice, nostalgic images 
in its decorative vignettes. 

The note is interesting in the his- 
torical relevance of its imagery and 
demonstrates 19th-century stylistic 
tastes. The bill’s center displays a 
traditional, allegorical personifica- 
tion, presumably “America” (or 
should we call her “Columbia”?). At 
the right stands the famous states- 
man Henry Clay, holding a docu- 
ment (the Missouri Compromise?), 


with a scene of settlers amicably 
shaking hands in the background. 
The vignette at the left depicts an 
odd-looking frontiersman who was 
well known in Missouri in the 1800s. 

The latter engaging figure in the 
engraving is the great explorer and 
territorial governor Captain Meri- 
wether Lewis. This interesting im- 
age was adapted from a watercolor 
painted in 1 807 by the artist Charles 
Balthazar Julien Fevret de Saint- 
Memin (1770-1852) at the height of 
Lewis’ fame. 

An expatriate French nobleman, 
Saint-Memin came to America and 
became a peripatetic, portrait 
painter in the Middle Atlantic re- 
gion. He was quite successful by the 
time Lewis “stood” for him. Upon 
returning from his mission on behalf 
of his mentor, Thomas Jefferson, 
Lewis became quite the celebrity. 
Saint-Memin’s figure study depicts 
the explorer wearing Native Ameri- 
can garments. Judging from what is 
known of the materials brought back 
by the expedition, it seems likely 
that the ermine-tail mantle Lewis is

wearing was the one made by the 
Shoshone woman Sacagawea and 
presented hy her to William Clark 
as a Christmas gift in 1806. By the 
time Saint-Memin showed Lewis 
dressed in this garb, the ensemble 
already may have been donated to 
Peak’s Museum in Philadelphia, run 
hy painter and museologist Charles 
Willson Peak. Thanks to the Saint- 
Memin portrait, as well as a better- 
known representation by Peak (an 
engraved version appears on Series 
1901 $10 Legal Tender notes), 
Lewis’ likeness is not completely un- 
familiar to us. 

(Unfortunately, that is not the 
case with Sacagawea. We have no 
idea today what the stalwart Native- 
American heroine actually looked 
like. As the expedition owed much of 
its success, even its very survival, to 
Sacagawea, it is regrettable that she 
never had the chance to go East, 
where she could have been por- 
trayed accurately. She also could 
have been captured through the use 
of the physiognotrace, a popular de- 
vice for reproducing the subject’s ex- 
act profile by outlining the shadow 
cast on paper by a bright lantern.) 

Our Bank of the State of Missouri 
note assumes an honorable place 
among quite a few specimens relat- 
ing to the grand Jeffersonian enter- 
prise of westward exploration and 
expansion. A numismatic perspective 
on the Lewis and Clark expedition 
would probably require a book in 
itself. Significant topics would in- 
clude the 1904 and 1905 Lewis and 
Clark commemorative gold dollars 
(issued to fund a bronze monument 
to Sacagawea); variants of the 1901 
$10 note and Bank of the State of 
Missouri $50 note; Jefferson and 
McKinley commemorative gold dol- 
lars; and perhaps all the miscellany 
pertaining to the Louisiana Purchase 


Exposition (the St. Louis World’s 
Fair of 1904), where the Olympic 
Games utilized some 300 different 
award medals. 

Another topic worthy of inclusion 
in such a book is the rise of Nicholas 
Biddle, the young scholar who ended 
up editing the Lewis and Clark jour- 
nals after Lewis’ suicide. Biddle later 
became a leading figure in American 
finance, issuing the currency of the 
Second Bank of the United States. 
And what about including a discus- 
sion of the fine, silver Indian Peace 
medals that Lewis and Clark took 
with them to the frontier as gifts 
for the tribes on behalf of Presi- 
dent Jefferson? 

Viewing a note like our specimen 
from Missouri can be a useful and 
educational exercise, especially since 
each state must select its own sym- 
bolic design for the series of new, 
circulating commemorative quarter 
dollars. Would each citizen have rec- 
ognized the images on our note in 
1848? Probably not, and today very 
few would have the least idea of what 
or who was being portrayed. Con- 
temporary schoolchildren do not 
seem to be learning much about our 
history or heroes, but they do 
demonstrate an obvious interest in 
money. Luckily, we have the study 
of numismatics to help us think 
about our public imagery. •

F ortunately for the nu- 
mismatic community, only a 
handful of hobbyists share 
this column’s deranged perspective 
on collectors and collecting. One of 
them is the delightfully effervescent 
Bill Fivaz of Georgia (pronounced 
“jo-JAH”), a retired sales executive 
for a chocolate company. His fre- 
quent distribution of confectionary 
treats at ANA Board meetings when 
he served as a governor later earned 
him the coveted Farran Zerbe Me- 
morial Award, the highest honor this 
Association bestows. Some observers 
argue the recognition was dutifully 
earned by Fivaz’ decades of tireless, 
devoted work on behalf of the ANA 
and the hobby, but confidentially it 
was because of all those Nestle® 
Crunch® candy bars he handed out 
at the meetings. 

In addition to nourishing people’s 
chocolate cravings. Bill Fivaz has a 
delicious sense of humor. More than 
once, former ANA governors have 
suggested it was good that Fivaz and 
I did not serve on the Board simulta- 
neously, otherwise the laughter and 
merriment might have impeded its 
duty to annually spend millions of 
dollars of the Association’s money. 

Over the years, Fivaz has con- 
ducted a significant amount of nu- 
mismatic research that he graciously 
shares by writing numerous news- 
paper and magazine articles and a 
few books. While this column rarely 
presents book reviews (really, does 
this look like The New Yof'k Times}), 
his latest literary accomplishment is 
worthy of mention. It’s also worthy 
of its $19 postpaid price. His soft- 
cover, spiral-bound book Helpful 
Hints for Enjoying Coin Collecting is 


filled with a lifetime of useful dos 
and don’ts about buying and selling, 
grading, storing coins, and other tips 



to increase hobby happiness. 

You can order copies of the 120- 
page book from the ANA Money- 
Market or directly from Bill Fivaz, 
P.O. Box 888660, Dunwoody, GA 
30356-0660. Honest, that’s his ad- 
dress. It’s one of the longest P.O. 
numbers in the world because appar- 
ently no one in Dunwoody has home 
delivery. Obviously, they had to in- 
stall about 900,000 post office boxes 
to accommodate everyone, and the 
town’s postal facility must be slightly 
larger than the Pentagon. 

Fivaz’ wit is scattered throughout 
the Helpful Hints book, such as his 
admonition to never hide your coins 
“in your dresser drawer under your 
shirts.” Actually, the book’s sound 
advice will help prevent you from 
losing your shirt when buying and 
selling coins. 

As inclusive as Fivaz’ guide is. I’d 
like to suggest a few of my own 
helpful hints for the next edition: 

• When attempting to sell numis- 
matic merchandise, never leave your- 
self vulnerable to low-ball offers by 
asking a dealer, “How much will you 
give me for this?” Instead, be precise 
and bold. Approach the dealer with 
items visibly in hand, then proclaim, 
“You want this 1997 proof set? I 


want 500 bucks. Cash, no checks.” 

• Even if you do not buy and 
and/or sell anything, always thank the 
dealer for spending time with you. 
Example: “I’m sorry I interrupted 
your card game, and I do appreciate 
your care in getting only a little pizza 
sauce on my gem uncirculated $5 
Educational note. While I can’t ac- 
cept your offer to trade it for a Mar- 
shall Islands commemorative coin, I 
sincerely want to thank you for look- 
ing up at me. Have a nice day.” 

• Sending numismatic material 
through the mail can be risky. To 
prevent loss or damage, use duct 
tape or glue to fasten your coins or 
bank notes to a block of wood. (The 
wood will prevent the package from 
being spindled or mutilated.) Cover 
the securely fastened items in bubble 
wrap, then corrugated cardboard sur- 
rounded by wire mesh. Einally, use 
plain, brown paper for the outside 
envelope. To ensure careful han- 
dling, use red ink to mark the pack- 
age FRAGILE! EXPENSIVE, RARE 
COINS AND CURRENCY INSIDE. 

• As Fivaz explains in the chapter 

about numismatic auctions, “There’s 
a great deal of psychology in bidding 
from the floor.” Here’s something 
you can try the next time there’s 
competition for an item you really 
want. As soon as the bidding begins, 
stand up, quickly scowl at everyone 
in the room and forcefully declare, 
“I’m from Chicago, and I want this 
coin. If anyone tops my bid, a few of 
my buddies will introduce them- 
selves to you in the parking lot when 
you leave here.” Now, if the auction 
is held in the Chicago area, simply 
substitute “New Jersey” for the 
Windy City reference. •
